dren  over  ten  years,  dessert-spoonful ;  children  from  five  to  eight  years,  tea- 
poonful.  As  no  directions  can  be  applicable  to  all  constitutions,  take  suf- 
icient  to  operate  on  the  bowels  twice  a  day. 
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My  object  in  writing  these  few  pages  is,  that  every  one  afflicted  with 
Diseases  of  the  Skin  mav  know  something  of  the  name  and  nature  of 
his  disease,  and,  again,  to  save  myself  the  trouble  of  answering  several 
thousand  letters  every  year.  It  was  my  intention  at  first  to  take  a  new 
track,  and  divide  Diseases  of  the  Skin  under  three  heads  :  — 

1st,  Diseases  on  the  Skin, 

2d,  Diseases  in  the  Skin, 

3d,  Diseases  under  the  Skin ; 

and  to  avoid  all  scientific  terms,  and  to  describe  each  as  it  appears  at  its 
height.  This  is  very  good  in  theory,  but  useless  in  practice:  therefore  I 
followed  the  beaten  path  of  others. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  Diseases  of  the  Skin  have  been  so 
much  overlooked  in  this  country  ;  in  fact,  entirely  neglected,  as  nothing 
has  ever  been  written  on  the  subject.  Trifling  as  these.  few  pages  may 
appear  to  you  (I  am  sorry  to  say  it),  they  are  the  first  ever  written  on 
the  subject  in  these  United  States.  All  that  we  have  on  the  subject  are 
republications  of  English,  and  translations  of  French  works.  These  are 
good,  and,  I  suppose,  accurate,  in  describing  diseases  as  they  occur  in 
Europe,  but  do  not  at  all  meet  the  demand  in  this  country. 

From  some  cause  that  I  do  not  pretend  to  understand,  Diseases  of  the 
Skin  have  changed  in  their  type,  as  well  as  their  cause,  in  this  country. 
In  Europe,  the  prolific  cause  is  said  to  be  poverty  and  filth.  This  cannot 
operate  in  this  country,  as  we  do  not  know  even  the  meaning  of  the  wmrds 
as  they  are  understood  in  Europe.  To  read  French  writers  on  scald-head, 
as  u  mole-hills  of  scab,  smelling  like  cat’s  dung,  and  swarming  with  lice,” 
wrill  give  you  an  idea  of  European  filth. 

It  is  very  much  to  be  regretted  that  Dr.  Bell  of  Philadelphia,  in  his 
beautiful  edition  of  Bayer’s  great  work,  has  not  noticed  more  minutely  the 

alterations  or  changes  in  the  type  of  the  various  diseases  in  this  country, 
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I  feel  confident  no  man  in  the  United  States  could  do  it  with  equal 
accuracy. 

I  hope  that  some  of  our  own  physicians  will  soon  give  us  a  standard 
American  work  on  Diseases  of  the  Skin,  that  can  be  relied  on,  and  will  be 
a  credit  to  the  profession  :  as  it  is  now,  not  one  physician  in  twenty  knows 
the  difference  between  humors  that  are  the  most  widely  apart  in  their 
nature ;  and  every  thing  goes  by  the  name  of  Salt  Rheum  or  Scrofula. 
Whoever  will  be  the  author  of  our  American  standard,  I  hope  he  will 
write  plain  and  concise,  and  not  follow  that  vague  and  obscure  style  of 
writing  that  some  European  writers  delight  in. 

In  1798,  Willan  divided  cutaneous  diseases  into  eight  classes,  according 
to  their  elementary  character.  This  was  the  greatest  improvement  ever 
made  in  this  branch  of  the  medical  art :  it  is  so  simple  and  beautiful,  that  all 
nations  have  adopted  it  by  universal  consent :  — 

Order  I.  Exanthamata.  —  Erythema,  Erysipelas,  Roseola,  Rubeola,  Scslrletma,  Urti- 
carea. 

Order  II.  Vesicule .  —  Miliaria,  Varicella,  Exema,  Herpes,  Scabies. 

Order  III.  Buelle. — Pemphigus,  Rupia. 

Order  IV.  Pustules .  —  Variola,  Vaccinia,  Ecthyma,  Impetigo,  Acne,  Sycosis,  Tenia. 
.  Order  V.  Papules. —  Lichen,  Prurigo. 

Order  VI.  Squamce.  —  Lepra,  Psoriasis,  Pytiriasis,  Ichthyosis. 

Order  VII.  Tubcrcules.  —  Scrofula,  Cancer,  Lupus. 

Order  VIII.  Macules.  —  Colorations,  Tuseedo  cutis,  Ephelides,  Naevi,  Discolora¬ 
tions,  Albinismus,  Vitiligo. 

All  this  last  order  is  only  discoloration  of  the  skin,  such  as  freckles, 
liver-marks,  and  mother’s-marks.  I  have  omitted  them  in  these  pages,  as 
too  trifling.

DIRECTION  FOR  USE. 

The  discovery  of  the  virtues  of  the  pasture- weed  is  now  so  well  knows,  ' 
and  fully  set  forth  in  my  Circular,  that  I  may  omit  it  in  this  pamphlet, 
more  particularly  as  it  is  of  no  consequence  in  effecting  a  cure. 

There  are  some  peculiarities  in  the  operation  of  the  Discovery  on  the 
system,  that  may  prove  a  satisfaction  to  the  patient  to  know. 

For  instance,  when  there  is  Canker  of  the  mouth,  that  extends  to  the 
stomach  and  bowels,  as  it  often  does,  then  the  Discovery  causes  very 
severe  pains  and  griping  :  this  is  caused  by  the  medicine  coming  in  direct 
contact  with  the  inflamed  surface. 
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When  the  disease  attacks  the  lungs  or  kidneys,  the  pain  feels  like  nee¬ 
dles  shooting  through  you,  or  being  stung  by  bees.  This  must  not  alarm 
you  ;  it  will  disappear  in  a  few  days,  or  as  soon  as  the  medicine  can  wortf 
its  way  through  the  stagnated  part :  the  vital  organs  will  then  perform 
their  functions. 

The  most  serious  effect  of  the  Discovery  is  where  there  is  an  inward 
humor  of  an  Erysipelas  nature ;  then  the  pain  is  sometimes  severe,  and, 
if  the  stomach  is  bilious,  a  nauseating  feeling  is  experienced,  loathing,  and 
even  vomitino*. 

O 

Now,  of  all  possible  diseases  and  all  possible  states  of  the  system,  this  is 
where  the  Discovery  is  most  needed,  and  I  believe  the  only  thing  that  can 
give  you  permanent  relief. 

I  have  known  hundreds  afflicted  with  inward  Erysipelas  for  years,  and 
doctoring  for  every  imaginable  disease,  cured  by  a  few  bottles. 

On  the  other  hand,  I  have  known  hundreds  with  all  tTie  symptoms  and 
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reelings,  yet  did  not  have  nerve  enough  to  continue  with  the  Discovery, 
and  are  now  dragging  out  a  miserable  existence,  when  a  few  bottles  would 
cure  them.  Now,  I  wish  to  impress  upon  you  the  importance  of  overcom¬ 
ing  this  repugnance. 

You  will  commence  with  a  teaspoonful,  mixed  with  cold  spearmint-tea ; 
if  a  teaspoon ful  causes  nausea,  take  less,  and  gradually  increase  it 
every  day  until  you  can  take  one,  two,  or  three  spoonfuls  a  day. 

Another  very  important  point  I  wish  to  impress  on  your  mind  is  this,  — 
that  in  any  condition  or  circumstance,  or  any  disease  of  whatsoever  nature 
you  are  suffering  with,  my  Medical  Discovery  cannot  injure  you,  if  it  does 
not  operate  too  much  on  your  bowels :  of  that  yourself  must  be  the  only 
judge.  * 

In  Canker  of  the  mouth  and  stomach,  I  have  frequently  known  the  Dis¬ 
covery  cause  such  a  fermentation,  that  the  Canker  will  come  out  on  the 
lips  in  white  flakes :  in  this  case  (jt  is  quite  common),  you  will  discontinue 
until  the  mouth  is  better ;  then  commence  with  small  doses  well  diluted 
with  water,  and  gradually  increase  it. 

Much  has  been  said  and  written  on  the  best  time  to  take  medicine.  You 
will  remember  there  is  nothing  so  much  like  a  swill-tub  as  the  contents  of  the 
human  stomach ;  therefore  in  all  refined,  ethereal,  and  sublimated  medicines, 
it  is  well  to  have  the  stomach  nearly  empty,  say  half  an  hour  before  meal  is 
a.  safe  time  to  take  it.  The  Medical  Discovery  is  different  from  any  other 
remedy.  You  can  take  it  at  any  time  that  suits  your  convenience;  but  I. 
would  rather  that  you  take  it  when  you  go  to  bed. 
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INTRODUCTION. 


M^ojrb  were  formerly  removed  by  eight  different  methods  :  1.  I^ri©- 

TiON ;  2.  Bathing  ;  3.  Sweating;  4.  Fasting  ;  5.  Purging  ;  6.  Vomit¬ 
ing  ;  To  Urine  ;  8.  Salivation.  t  The  more  enlightened  medical  luminaries 
of  the  present  day  have  discarded  all  these  methods  except  purging  and 
salivation.  Y  et  there  are  many  cases  in  which  all  these  might  be  profitably 
employed,  more  particularly  in  diseases  of  the  Lymph  and  the  Skin  itself. 

1.  Friction,  where  the  circulation  is  languid,  the  body  thin,  and  the 
flesh  cold  and  clammy,  and  the  skin  covered  with  Salt-Rheum  pimples,  — 
friction,  or  rubbing  the  flesh  with  a  coarse  towel  to  raise  a  glow  of  heat 
and  add  vigor  to  the  skin,  will  enable  the  skin  to  throw  off  much  offensive 
matter. 

%  . 

2.  Bathing  in  warm  water  relaxes  the  channels  of  the  circulation,  par¬ 
ticularly  the  Lymphatic,  which  contain  all  the  mischief,  and  enables  Nature 
to  throw  off  into  the  stomach. 

3.  Sweating  acts  upon  the  system  in  the  same  manner  as  bathing.  If  a 
few  blood-stirring1  herbs  be  added  to  the  water,  and  the  aroma  or  essence 
of  them  received  into  the  system  with  the  steam,  it  will  make  it  more 
effectual. 

4.  Fasting,  or  as  it  is  more  commonly  called  dieting,  was,  a  few  years 
ago,  a  very  fashionable  way  of  curing  humors  :  in  some  few  cases  of  gross 
and  full  habits  it  may  do  good  ;  but,  taken  as  a  whole,  it  has  injured  ninety 
where  it  has  cured  ten.  I  have  seen  hundreds  whose  constitutions  were 
irretrievably  injured  by  a  severe  course  of  dieting.  Nursing  mothers  in 
particular  have  suffered  from  this.  When  there  is  nursing  sore  mouth,  and 
they  have  to  live  on  crackers  and  tea,  there  is  nothing  to  nourish  the  sys¬ 
tem  ;  the  acrid  humors  get  the  upperhand,  and  corrode  the  very  vitals.  In 
the  first  advertisement  I  had  ever  written,  I  concluded  the  last  sentence 
'with,  u  Fat  the  best  you  can  get,  and  enough  of  it.”  From  that  day  to 
tills  I  never  saw  a  case  where  I  could  give  a  different  advice. 

5.  Purging  is  the  grand  method  of  the  present  generation  in  curing 
humors,  and  no  doubt  the  correct  one  ;  but  the  why  and  wherefore  of  this 
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seems,  as  yet,  hidden  in  mystery.  All  that  the  most  elaborate  medical 
writers  can  say  is,  that  “  it  excites  the  secretions/’  and  carries  off  the  offen¬ 
sive  matter.  Now,  I  am  far  from  being  satisfied  with  this  short  and  pithy 
explanation,  and  shall  rejoice  to  see  the  time  when  the  subject  shall  receive 
that  attention  and  close  examination  which  it  deserves. 

*  I  know,  from  personal  acquaintance ,  that  my  own  Medical  Discovery 
lias  relieved  more  human  suffering  than  any  one  preparation  that  has  ever- 
been  brought  before  the  notice  of  mankind  ;  yet,  for  all  that,  I  must  con- 
fess  my  ignorance  of  how,  why,  or  by  what  means,  it  does  its  work,  how 
does  its  inward  spiritual  essence  reach  and  act  upon  the  disease.  How  is  it 
that  some  herbs  are  taken  into  the  stomach,  digested,  enter  the  circulation, 
and  spend  their  whole  vital  force  on  the  Liver  ?  another  herb  passes 
through  the  whole  circulation,  and  exerts  its  vital  force  on  the  Womb; 
and  another  on  the  Kidneys ;  another  on  the  Heart ;  what  causes  this 
attraction  of  the  essence  of  particular  herbs  to  particular  organs.  The 
only  explanation,  and  a  poor  explanation  is  better  than  none  (for  it  shows 
that  somebody  has  thought  of  it)  is  planetary  influence. 

In  my  younger  days,  I  was  greatly  taken  up  with  this  theory,  as  if 
seemed  to  explain  much  that  seemed  mysterious  and  that  could  not  be  ex¬ 
plained  on  any  other  theory  ;  but  age  and  experience  brought  its  stumbling- 
blocks,  the  chief  of  which  was  the  mixing  the  juice  of  the  two  most 
opposing  gods  to  effect  a  cure  where  only  one  god  did  the  misciiief, 

(P  Vomiting.  I  am  at  a  loss  to  give  you  a  single  idea  how  vomiting 
can  cure  humor.  I  never  feaw  or  heard  of  a  case.  Authors  have  put  it 
down  as  one  of  the  methods  ;  wisely  or  unwisely,  have  omitted  all  explana¬ 
tion  of  it. 

T.  Urine.  This,  next  to  purging,  is  the  most  effectual,  and,  I  am 
sorry  to  say,  most  neglected.  In  old  times,  the  functions  of  the  Kidneys 
were  more  attended  to  than  at  present.  The  urine,  coming  through  the 
whole  system,  is  affected  by  disease  of  the  different  parts  of  the  body,  and 
the  state  of  inflammation  or  disease  could  be  accurately  told  by  the 
appearance  of  the  urine.  This  theory  seemed  at  one  time  to  rest  on  a  firm 
platform,  until  Quacks  took  hold  of  it,  and  by  their  mistakes  brought  the 
whole  system  into  ridicule.  Yet  there  can  be  no  question  that  keeping  the 
Kidneys  in  good  health  is  of  vital  importance. 

8.  Salivation.  This,  happily,  is  out  of  date.  The  wonder  is  that  such 
an  absurd  custom  should  ever  come  to  date.  It  is  now  admitted,  by  s.d 
physicians  that  Syphilis  is  the  only  humor  in  which  mercury  in  any  form 
can  he  of  the  slightest  advantage. 


ORDER  I. 


EXANTHAMATA. 


In  this  order  are  Erythema,  Erysipelas,  Roseola,  Measles,  Scarlatina, 
and  Nettle-Rash.  Erythema  is  merely  a  red  inflamed  patch  on  the  skin,  — 
generally  on  the  face,  neck,  and  arms  ;  and  seldom  lasts  more  than  two  or 
three  weeks,  and  is  generally  a  trifling  affair.

ERYSIPELAS. 

SYMPTOMS. 

Erysipelas  comes  on  with  a  fever ;  then  inflammation,  and  redness  of  the 
parts ;  then  burning  heat,  swelling,  and  small  blisters  of  the  skin.  In 
three  or  four  days,  the  vesicles  break,  and  discharge  a  thin,  sticky  fluid, 
which  dries,  and  forms  crusts  and  scales,  and  in  a  few  days  dries  up. 

Inflammatory  Erysipelas  is  more  severe.  It  runs  deep  into  the  flesh,  the 
pain  is  very  severe,  and  the  fever  runs  high.  The  skin  is  very  painful  on 
pressure,  and  slowly  resumes  its  natural  color.  In  a  few*  days,  purulent 
deposits  are  formed,  and  discharge  a  vitiated  humor,  mixed  with  gangrene 
flesh.  The  mucous  membrane  of  the  stomach  and  intestines  inflames,  and 
the  patient  often  sinks  exhausted  by  fever  and  diarrhoea.  Within  the  space 
of  two  or  three  days,  the  Erysipelas  reaches  its  greatest  intensity.  The 
skin  is  smooth,  tense,  and  shining  ;  is  of  a  bright-red  color,  and  does  not 
for  an  instant  preserve  the  impression  of  the  finger.  The  distress  of  the 
patient  increases ;  lie  suffers  great  pain,  and  is  parched  with  thirst ;  all  the 
symptoms  are  worse  towards  evening.  About  the  fifth  or  sixth  day, 
the  inflammation  subsides  ;  the  skin  becomes  of  a  livid  bluish  color ;  it 
becomes  softened,  and  covered  with  small  blisters,  or  vesicles,  filled  with 
reddish  or  black  water ;  then  sores  and  ulcers  are  formed,  which  are  both 
slow  and  tedious  to  heal. 

Erysipelas  of  the  face  is  the  most  common  of  any :  it  attacks  the  cheeks, 
nose,  and  lips,  generally  one  side  of  the  face.  The  eyes  are  closed  and 
watery;  the  nose  is  enlarged  ;  the  nostrils  puffed  and  dry;  the  ears  red 

and  shining  ;  the  mouth  full  of  saliva,  which  is  with  difficulty  expelled. 
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CAUSE. 

The  causes  of  Erysipelas  are  various ;  but  the  most  common  is  checked 
perspiration,  throwing  the  perspiration  in  a  condensed  form  back  again  into 
the  system,  and  causing  a  fermentation  of  the  fluids,  vitiating  the  blood, 
and  saturating  the  whole  system  with  a  poison  more  or  less  malignant. 
Ibis  fei mentation  in  the  system  acts  like  yeast  in  dough.  It  creates  some 
gases,  and  expels  others,  until  there  is  a  general  fermentation  of  the  whole 
system  ;  and  the  water  and  fluids,  the  scales  and  humors,  that  are  thrown 
out,  are  only  the  froth  of  the  fermentation. 

T  here  are  some  constitutions  writh  brown,  bilious,  and  greasy  skins,  that 
are  particularly  subject  to  this  disease.  Every  spring  and  fall  they  have  a 
slight  touch  of  it.  W  hen  they  are  depressed  with  any  mental  emotion, 
and  veiy  nervous,  a  trifling  scratch,  a  bruise,  or  wound  of  any  kind,  unless 
immediately  attended  to,  will  turn  to  Erysipelas. 

.  I  am  well  aware  that  the  fernientation-theory  in  Erysipelas  is  discarded 
by  the  modern  school  of  medicine,  and  not  a  single  plank  laid  to  build  any 
other  theory  on.  Within  a  few  years,  the  germ-theory  has  been  gaining 
ground,  and  many  eminent  men  advocate  it.  Now,  I  am  perfectly  willing 

to  go  all  lengths  on  the  germ-theory  :  it  is  only  fermentation  with  another 
name. 

The  only  argument  ever  brought  against  fermentation  is,  that  fermenta¬ 
tion  could  not  take  place  in  a  living  subject  without  causing  animalcule, 
and  perhaps  wmrms,  in  the  flesh. 


CUBE. 

When  you  see  the  first  appearance  of  Erysipelas,  give  the  Medical  Dis¬ 
covery  freely.  Let  the  bowels  be  well  evacuated,  and,  if  the  patient  is 
thirsty,  Xndian-meal  or  oat-meal  gruel  may  be  freely  given  ;  and  wherever 
the  disease  may  manifest  itself  by  swelling,  pain,  and  redness,  you  will  * 
"apply  Kennedy's  Salt-rheum  Ointment.  Use  it  freely,  and  rub  it  well  in. 
This  is  the  best  outward  application  that  can  be  used  in  this  disease :  it  will 
soften  the  flesh,  and  allow  the  escape  of  all  the  gas  which  causes  the  pain  ; 
for  all  the  pain  of  Erysipelas  is  caused  by  the  gases  distending  the  tissues 
of  the  flesh.  If  sores  and  ulcers  form,  you  will  dress  them  with  Ken¬ 
nedy's  Scrofula  Ointment  and  Healing  Ointment.  You  will  in  all  such 
cases  follow  the  direction  given  in  this  book  for  the  cure  of  Ulcers. 

e  are  many  things  about  Erysipelas  that  I  do  not  un¬ 
derstand.  ’For  instance:  a  person  has  the  Erysipelas  in  the  spring;  of  the 
year,  say  in  March  or  April,  and  he  takes  the  Discovery  ;  in  two  cases  out 
of 'three  the  head  will  swell,  sometimes  to  an  enormous  size,  and  is  frightful  to 
look  at.  When  you  see  the  slightest  appearame  of  this  swelling  of  the 
head,  you  will  stop  giving  the  Discovery  until  the  season  advances,  say  in 
May  or  June.  This  swelling  does  not  injure  the  health  or  intellect;  yet 
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it  is  best  to  avoid  it.  I  do  not  know  of  any  cause  for  this  phenomenon, 
except  that  the  sap  that  lies  dormant  in  man  and  vegetables  through  the 
winter  is  now  rising  ;  and  some  constitutions  are  so  sensitive  to  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  the  Medical  Discovery,  that  it  causes  too  sudden  a  flow,  and  it 
rises  to  the  head. 

Like  Canker,  Erysipelas  often  settles  in  the  stomach  and  bowels  ;  and  in 
such  cases  is  one  of  the  most  troublesome  diseases  flesh  is  heir  to.  The 
vims  of  the  disease  saturates  the  system,  and  imparts  its  vapor ;  so  that 
the  whole  system  becomes  tainted  with  a  smoky,  burnt  acid,  liable  to  break 
out  from  the  slightest  cause. 

To  test  to  your  satisfaction  whether  you  have  an  inward  Erysipelas,  you 
will  take  a  tablespoonful  of  the  Discovery  for  three  or  four  mornings,  with¬ 
out  any  water  in  it.  If  your  stomach  and  bowels  are  sound,  then  very 
well,  you  will  not  feel  any  inconvenience ;  but,  if  Erysipelas  is  settled 
there,  you  will  have  very  severe  griping  pains,  and  also  a  faintness  in  the 
stomaph  ;  and  in  a  few  days  a  humor  will  rise  in  your  throat  and  mouth, 
and  you  will  get  discouraged,  and  give  up  the  Discovery  as  too  severe  a 
remedy  for  you.

MEASLES. 


I  know  not  why  Measles  or  Scarlet  Fever  should  be  classed  with  skin- 
iseases.  They  are  both  diseases  of  the  system,  rather  than  diseases  of  the 
kin  ;  yet  medical  writers  always  class  them  with  diseases  of  the  skin. 
Measles  make  their  first  appearance  with  chills,  heat,  languor,  drowsi- 
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ness,  pains  in  the  head,  back,  and  limbs,  soreness  of  the  throat,  white 
tongue,  with  red  edges,  dry  cough,  and  high-colored  urine.  On  the  third 
day,  the  eyes  look  red,  the  nose  and  eyes  run  freely.  On  the  fourth  day, 
the  rash  makes  its  appearance  :  it  is  first  seen  in  the  face,  neck,  and 
cheeks,  and  around  the  mouth.  On  the  seventh  'day,  the  rash  comes  to  its 
height :  it  then  begins  to  decline  in  the  same  order  that  it  came.  It  first 
declines  on  the  face  and  neck,  then  on  the  body. 

CAUSE. 

It  is  said  that  Measles  first  came  from  Arabia,  that  hotbed  of  contagious 
diseases.  Spiritual  mediums  all  declare  the  Measles  to  be  nothing  more  nor 
less  than  a  germ  or  spore,  endowed  with  animal  life,  floating  in  the  atmos¬ 
phere.  I  have  seen  mediums  who  declared  they  could  see  it.  A  few  of 
these  get  into  the  human  system,  and  breed ;  and  the  rash  on  the  surface 
is  an  effort  of  Nature  to  rid  herself,  and  that  they  come  out  on  the  surface 
in  millions.  The  time  will  come  when  they  will  be  seen  by  the  micro¬ 
scope. 

The  Measles  are  very  contagious,  and  are  also  communicated  by  inocu¬ 
lation. 

CUKE. 

The  very  best  cure  for  the  Measles  is  to  let  them  alone  ;  let  them  run 
their  course.  Keep  the  child  warm  ;  give  it  warm  drinks  ;  do  not  on  any 
account  give  it  any  physic  or  cathartic  of  any  kind.  Giving  opening  med¬ 
icines  in  Measles  has  destroyed  thousands  of  children  that  might  otherwise 
have  lived.  Sponge  the  body  with  warm  water  three  or  four  times  a  day : 
this  is  exceedingly  refreshing,  and  assists  in  opening  the  skin  to  let  out  the 
rash.  If  you  think  the  rash  does  not  come  out  full,  give  a  tea  made  of 
Virginia  snake-root,  and  saffron,  two  or  three  times  a  day.  This  is  per¬ 
fectly  safe  and  simple,  and  is  the  best  article  known  to  the  medical  profes¬ 
sion  to  throw  any  thing  to  the  surface  which  ought  to  come. 

There  are  many  children,  either  through  mismanagement,  or  a  malignant 
type  of  the  disease,  who  do  not  have  what  is  called  a  good  getting-up  out 
of  the  Measles.  It  leaves  them  with  a  bad  cough,  sore  eyes,  running  of 
the  ears,  and  swellings  of  the  glands  under  the  ears.  In  all  such  cases, 
there  is  a  sediment  of  the  disease  left  in  the  system,  which,  if  not  eradi¬ 
cated,  will  cause  years  of  misery.

In  all  such  cases,  I  would  advise  vou  to  give  the  child  two  or  three 
bottles  of  Medical  Discovery.

SCARLET  FEVER. 


SYMPTOMS. 

Every  symptom  described  in  Measles  is  applicable  in  Scarlet  Fever, 
except  that  the  Scarlet  Fever  is  more  active,  and  manifests  itself  on  the 
second  day. 

Then,  again,  m  Measles,  the  nose  and  eyes  and  throat  are  running  ; 
whereas  in  Scarlet  Fever  they  are  all  quite  dry.  The  rash  of  Scarlet 
Fever  is  of  a  bright  red,  like  boiled  lobster ;  whereas  the  rash  of  Measles  is 
of  a  yellowish  purple,  something  like  the  inside  of  a  raspberry. 

The  Measles  are  more  infectious  than  Scarlet  Fever,  as  few  persona 
escape  them ;  whereas  there  are  thousands  who  escape  Scarlet  Fever. 


CAUSE. 


The  same  causes  which  produce  Measles  also  produce  Scarlet  Fever.  It 
is  a  living  germ  or  animacule  propagated  by  infection  and  contagion,  which 
spiritual  mediums  tell  me  they  see.  They  also  say  all  herbs  are  full  of 
germ  or  animalcule,  according  to  their  kind,  and  that  the  cure  of  any  dis¬ 
ease,  particularly  contagious  diseases,  was  effected  by  the  animalcule  of  the 
herb  eating  and  devouring  the  animalcule  of  the  disease.  One  clairvoy¬ 
ant  has  often  told  me  that  the  human  system  becomes  so  transparent  to  her 
vision,  that  she  can  see  the  animalculm  chase  and  devour  each  other  through 
the  whole  channels  of  the  blood  ;  that  she  had  given  a  spoonful  of  my 
Medical  Discovery  to  some  of  her  patients,  and  sat  for  an  hour,  hiMilv 
amused,  watching  the  battle  in  the  blood  and  serum.

I  once  saw  a  stalk  of  aconite  and  a  potatovine 
growing  side  by  side  ;  now,  the  aconite  is  the  most  poisonous  thing  that 
grows  out  of  the  ground,  while  the  potato  is  one  of  the  most  nourishing 
It  puzzled  me  greatly  :  I  watched  them  for  weeks,  and  wondered  how  each 
drew  its  peculiar  virtues  from  the  same  spot  of  earth.  I  asked  a  spirit 
medium  for  an  explanation  of  this,  and  the  reply  astonished  me.  The 
reply  was,  that  the  earth  did  not  give  either  of  them  any  of  their  prop¬ 
erties  ;  that  the  earth  was  only  a  condition  for  them ;  that  all  their  growth 
and  every  element  that  was  in  them,  was  received  from  the  atmosphere' 
that  great  storehouse  of  Nature  ;  that  every  element  in  them  was  drawn 
to  them  by  natural  attraction  and  affinity.  This  was  afterwards  proved  to 
my  satisfaction  by  reading  the  experiment  of  a  German  philosopher,  who 
took  fifty  pounds  of  garden  earth,  dried  it  in  an  oven,  then  put  it  carefully 
m  atub,  watered  it  with  distilled  water,  and  planted  in  it  a  you,„r  tree 
weighing  a  pound.  He  watched  and  watered  it  for  seven  years.  Covered 
the  top  so  that  no  dust  or  earth  could  get  in.

CUTE. 

In  mild  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  all  that  is  required  is  to  keep  the  patient 
warm,  an  even  temperature  if  possible.  Give  him  as  much  water  as  lie 
can  drink,  and  as  little  medicine  as  possible.  Deep  him  comfortable,  and 
lie  will  be  well  in  a  few7  days.

In  a  malignant  Scarlet  Fever  with  sore  throat,  be  particularly  careful  to 
keep  the  patient  warm,  sponge  the  body  with  warm  water  every  hour, 
apply  a  thick  cloth  wet  with  water,  to  the  throat,  keeping  it  wet  con¬ 
tinually.  Give  a  child  a  teaspoonful  of  sweet  yeast  every  three  hours,  a 
grown  person  a  tablespoonful.  The  object  of  the  yeast  is  to  arrest  and 
prevent. putrefaction  by  neutralizing  the  poison  in  the  stomach:  it  is  the 
best  remedy  known.  Be  particularly  careful  in  the  getting-up,  as  it  is 
well  known  that  more  children  die  in  the  getting-up  than  in  the  disease. 
When  the  fever  and  rash  have  all  disappeared,  then  keep  the  bowels  open 
with  Medical  Discovery.

In  this  order  comes  our  own  glorious  Yankee  humor.  We  named  it 
Salt  Rheum,  and  it  is  well  worthy  of-  its  name.  No  froth,  no  great  soft 
blebs,  no  blotches  of  yellow  or  brown  scabs,  ever  follow  this  glorious 
humor:  it  is  clear  Yankee  grit,  with  a  Yankee  name.  Rayer  divides 
Eczema  into  fifteen  varieties,  and  Erasmus  Wilson  into  twelve  ;  but  I  shad 
unite  them  all  in  one,  and  make  it  national. 

Simple  Salt  Rheum  comes  in  small  vesicles,  filled  with  a  transparent 
water,  which  in  a  few  days  often  turns  red,  and  breaks  through  the.  skin, 
forming  a  thin  scale,  sticks  to  the  skin,  until  it  is  torn  off  by  scratching. 
It  comes  often  in  large  patches  on  any  part  of  the  body.  It  is  easily 
known  from  any  other  disease  of  the  skin  by  its  small  watery  blister,  not 
so  large  as  a  pin-head.  It  is  never  catching. 

Inflammatory  Salt  Rheum  comes  on  as  the  common  simple  Salt  Rheum, 
and  runs  the  same  course  for  a  few  weeks,  then  begins  inflammation  of  the 
skin  ;  it  becomes  of  a  deep  carmine  red,  covered  with  small  vesicles., 
which  are  continually  oozing  out  a  salt,  sharp  fluid,  burning  to  the  flesh,, 
and  often  smelling  bad,  and  in  some  cases  the  dressings  have  to  be  re¬ 
moved  every  hour  of  the  day.

Except  that  now  and  then  a  few  pustules  appear 
with  it,  the  disease  is  covered  with  thin  shiny  scales;  the  itching  becomes 
intolerable,  and  life  a  burden. 

•  '  CAUSE. 

The  causes  of  Salt  Rheum  are  variable.  In  some  cases  a  salt,  acrid 
water  forming  in  the  system  without  any  known  cause,  and  emptying 
itself  through  the  pores  of  the  skin.  *1  have  known  severe  cases  of  Salt 
Rheum  caused  by  plunging  in  cold  water  when  bathing :  in  those  cases  the 
system  is  overheated,  and  the  re-action  caused  by  the  cold  water  caused  a 
curdling  of  the  blood:  its  water  becomes  sour,  and  turns  to  Salt  Rheum. 
I  have  known  cooks,  firemen,  and  engineers,  when  greatly  heated,  to 
suddenly  cool  off,  and  their  blood  change,  and  cause  Salt  Rheum.

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SCABIES  —  ITCH. 

This  disease  was  formerly  very  common  in  New  England,  but  has 
lately  entirely  disappeared.  I  never  saw  a  case  of  it,  and  X  have  no  doubt 
there  are  hundreds  of  young  physicians  who  are  equally  ignorant.  What¬ 
ever  is  the  cause  of  its  disappearance  is  not  easy  to  explain  :  from  all 
accounts  of  it,  none  will  regret  it.  In  old  times,  this  disease  was  almost 
universal.  Ancient  physicians  supposed  it  to  he  catching,  or  something  in 
the/air,  like  the  Measles  or  Small-pox  ;  and  purging,  bleeding,  and  blister¬ 
ing  were  applied  without  stint  ;  and,  as  this  course  could  have  no  possible 
effect  on  it,  you  can  imagine  how  universal  this  disease  must  have  been. 
The  proudest  nobles  and  the  poorest  beggars  were  its  victims. 

Since  the  improvement  in  microscopes,  the  Itch  is  found  to  be  a  living 
creature  burrowing  in  the  flesh.  This  was  discovered  in  1812  by  M. 
Gales,  apothecary  to  the  hospital  of  St.  Louis  in  Paris.  Expeiiments 
were  immediately  commenced  to  ascertain  the  best  remedies  to  destroy  so 
formidable  an  enemy.  It  "was  found  that  the  Itch  wid  live  in  cleai  water 
four  hours  ;  in  sea-water  it  died  in  three  hours  ;  in  Goulard’s  solution  it 
survived  but  one  hour  ;  in  castor,  olive,  almond  oil,  and  sweet-oil,  it  died 
in  two  hours  ;  in  Croton  oil  four  hours  ;  in  lime-water  three-quarters 
of  an  hour  ;  in  vinegar  twenty  minutes  ;  in  alcohol  twenty  minutes  ;  in 
spirits  of  turpentine  nine  minutes  ;  in  hydridate  of  potassum  six  minutes  , 
in  solution  of  arsenic  four  minutes  ;  in  sulphuric-acid  three  minutes  ,  in 
creosote  it  died  instantly  ;  placed  on  powdered  sulphur,  it  was  found  dead 
next  day.  From  all  these  experiments,  it  was  found  that  sulphur  was  the 
"surest  and  safest  remedy.  You  will  see  by  the  above,  that,  small  as  he 
is,  he  will  stand  pretty  strong  doses.

SYMPTOMS. 

Pemphigus  begins  in  red,  circular  patches  :  these  in  a  few  days  are 
formed  into  blebs,  or  blisters,  filled  with  wheyish,  thick,  sticky  water.  This 
is  produced  by  an  effusion  of  serum  under  the  cuticle,  and  varying  in  size 
from  a  split  pea  to  a  filbert.  When  the  bleb  attains  its  growth,  the  serum 
gets  thicker,  and  bursts  ;  and  the  part  is  soon  covered  with  a  thin  brown 
crust,  or  else  is  covered  with  very  thin  and  transparent  scales.  In  some 
cases,  the  water  is  re-absorbed  into  the  system,  and,  by  rubbing  your  finger 
on  the  place,  the  old  skin  will  rub  off,  leaving  a  dark-brown  spot.  As  soon 
as  one  crop  of  these  blebs  is  gone,  another  is  forming  in  the  shape  of 
little  blisters,  which  soon  grow  larger,  and  come  to  a  head.

CAUSE. 

This  disease  is  more  liable  to  attack  people  in  the  decline  of  life,  and 
men  more  than  women  ;  and  makes  its  appearance  in  winter  more  than 
summer ;  and,  unfortunately,  it  frequently  becomes  chronic  in  aged  peo¬ 
ple,  where  the  powers  of  life  are  feeble,  and  always  indicates  a  poor  consti¬ 
tution  and  poor  blood,  lacking  in  vitality  and  in  recuperative  power. 


CURE. 

In  this,  all  you  have  to  do  is  to  take  the  Medical  Discovery  regular.  Do

RUPIA. 

SYMPTOMS. 


This  is  the  meanest  and  most  stubborn  of  all  humors.  Its  first  stages 
are  like  pemphigus:  the  blebs  are  larger,  and  the  crusts  thicker.  It 
usually  comes  on  the  thighs  and  legs.  It  commences  with  blisters  filled 
with  fluid,  but  instead  of  being  clear  water,  like  other  blebs,  the  fluid  is 
black,  which,  when  it  breaks,  forms  scabs  rough  and  dark  colored,  which  go 
on  gradually  increasing.  The  outer  edges  of  the  crust  are  inflamed ;  the 
skin  is  raised,  and  another  layer  is  added  to  the  crust,  which  becomes  quite 
thick,  and  of  a  conical  form,  and  has  the  appearance  of  the  back  of  an 
oyster-shell.  In  some  cases,  the  crust  sticks  to  the  sore  ;  in  others,  it 
comes  off  easily.  Sometimes  a  new  crust  is  formed  very  quickly,  and  at 
another  time  a  round,  unhealthy  ulcer  is  formed"  which  is  one  of  the  most 
obstinate  and  stubborn  of  all  ulcers  to  bring  to  a  healing  condition. 

CAUSE. 

In  this  disease,  the  fluids  have  acquired  a  peculiar  acrimonv  ;  also  a 
peculiar  gluten,  which  forms  in  crusts.  The  acrimony  of  this  disease  seems 
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more  malignant  and  intense  than  any  other  humor.  The  black  fluid  of  the 
ulcer  is  an  indication  of  its  acrimony  and  corruption,  and  that  the  whole 
humors  of  the  body  are  in  an  exceedingly  depraved  condition,  caused  by 
some  change  in  the  system,  which  is  not  easily  understood ;  some  say  pool 
food,  poor  living,  damp  dwellings,  and  other  such  causes:  but  we  see  the 
diseases  in  all  conditions  of  life. 

CUKE. 

The  first  thing  to  be  done  is  to  eradicate  all  the  depraved  humors  out  of 
the  system,  to  change  the  blood  from  its  sour,  smoky,  acrid  nature,  to  a 
sweet  red  balsam  that  will  nourish  both  mind  and  body.  You  will  take  the 
Medical  Discovery,  according  to  direction.  You  must  keep  on  with  it. 
Do  not  get  discouraged.  ou  must  remember  that  so  much  acrid  matter 

O  O  # 

as  you  have  in  your  body  cannot  be  eradicated  in  a  week,  or  even  m  a 
month  ;  and  that  the  battle  between  the  Discovery  and  the  disease  is  a 
desperate  one,  and  generally  a  very  long  and  a  very  tedious  one.

ORDER  IV. 


PUSTULE. 


In  this  order  are  Ecthyma,  Variola,  Vaccina,  Acne,  Impetigo,  Sycosis, 
Tenia. 

This  is  an  extensive  group  of  diseases  ;  but  none  are  dangerous  :  yout 
are  more  scared  than  hurt  with  any  of  them. 

ECTHYMA,  OR  PUSHES. 

This  is  a  disease  of  the  skin,  characterized  by  a  large,  round  pustule, 
nearly  the  size  of  a  pea,  always  distinct,  and  seated  on  an  inflamed  base. 
These  are  followed  by  thick  and  brown  scabs,  which,  when  they  fall  off, 
leave  a  dark-colored  stain  on  the  flesh.  They  are  liable  to  attack  any  part 
of  the  body,  but  most  generally  the  neck  and  shoulders.  They  frequently 
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come  on  in  successive  crops  :  the  top  often  contains  matter,  while  the  base 

is  hard  and  red.  The  matter  usually  dries  up  in  two  or  three  days,  and 
leaves  a  scab.

IMPETIGO  —  CRUSTED  TETTER. 

SYMPTOMS. 

This  comes  so  near  Salt  Rheum,  that  it  ought,  for  all  medical  practices, 
to  be  grouped  with  it :  the  only  noticeable  difference  is,  that  the  oozing  of 
the  tetter  contains  more  gum,  and  makes  a  thicker  crust,  than  Salt  Rheum. 
This  disease  attacks  all  parts  of  the  body,  but  more  generally  the  legs. 
^  itchy. .  The  pushes  are  bursting  every  few  days,  discharging  a 

yellowish,  wheyish  humor,  which  forms  a  thick  red  crust,"  often  taken  for 
Salt  Rheum  ;  but  the  crusts  of  each  are  very  different. 

The  Salt  Rheum,  properly  speaking,  is  not  a  crust,  only  a  very  thin, 
transparent  scale.  These  little  tetters  often  run  together  around  the 
ankie,  or  on  the  small  of  the  leg,  and  form  little  sores,  which  finally  form 

very  severe  ulcers,  which,  when  it  happens  on  aged  people,  are  very  tedi¬ 
ous  to  heal. 

CAUSE. 

A  change  m  the  system,  change  of  diet,  poor  food,  poor  clothino*,  will 
bring  it  on.  s 

CURE.

MILK-CRUST. 

SYMPTOMS. 

This  is  a  variety  of  tetter  that  is  well  known.  It  commences  in  small 
tetters  on  the  forehead,  cheeks,  and  edges  around  the  hair,  which  gradu¬ 
ally  extends  over  the  head ;  sometimes  covering  the  whole  hair-scalp  with 
a  thick  yellow  crust,  well  known  to  most  mothers.  This  disease  itches 
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intolerably,  is  highly  inflamed,  and  is,  altogether,  a  troublesome  disease 
both  to  mother  and  child.  I  have  often  looked  at  both,  and  did  not  know 
which  to  pity  most,  —  mother,  or  child. 

CAUSE. 

The  cause  of  this  disease  is  often  the  fault  of  the  mother,  in  that  she  did 
not  pay  attention  to  her  bowels  during  the  latter  part  of  her  tune.  In  all 
such  times,  the  mother  ought  to  nay  particular  attention  both  to  her  diet 
and  to  her  bowels.  Many  children  are  born  with  Milk-Crust,  which  is  by 
old  women  considered  a  good  sign.  The  disease  also  afflicts  children  dur¬ 
ing  teething,  but  is  really  different  in  its  nature  from  a  teething-humor, 
as  the  teething-humor  is  without  the  yellow  crust. 

CURE. 

Now,  take  my  advice  for  once  m  your  ate,  and  let  Milk-Crust  alone, 
except  that  you  may  apply  a  little  five-oil  or  svfeet  cream  to  soften  the 
scales,  and  allay  the  irritation.  I  know  how  proud  you  are  of  your  baby  ; 
none  like  it.  Mrs.  Brown’s  or  Mrs.  Smith’s  babies  don’t  begin  to  compare 
with  yours.  I  know  how  grieved  you  are  when  you  look  at  its  head  ;  but 
do  you  have  patience  for  a  few  months,  and  he  will  be  perfectly  iree  fiom 
every  speck  of  humor.  I  dread  the  imprudence  of  young  mothers  in  this  dis¬ 
ease.  I.  have  known  many  a  child  sent  to  an  early  grave  by  applying  lem- 
edies  to  cure  Milk-Crust.  It  is  a. common  saying  among  old  women,  that 
children  affected  with  Milk-Crust  during  teething  always  escape  convulsions 
and  diarrhoea,  and  always  get  well.  *  * 

PIMPLES. 

These  are  so  well  known  as  to  require  no  description,, 

CAUSE. 

1  They  are  often  caused  by  an  overheating  of  the  blood.  The  common 
red  pimple  is  merely  a  distending  or  raising  of  the  skin  filled  mth  seba¬ 
ceous  matter. 

Blackheads  are  of  a  different  nature  :  the  matter  formed  in  them  is  soon 
turned  to  a  grub,  or  worm,  and  can'  be  squeezed  out  with  the  fingers. 
More  particularly  when  they  are  seated  on  the  nose,  these  worms  turn 
black,  and  are  embedded  in  the  flesh,  and  have  every  appearance  of  gun 
powder  burnt  in  the  flesh ;  and  there  is  nothing  so  mortifying  to  a  young 
lady  of  eighteen  as  to  have  her  face  full  of  pimples,  as  she  imagines  that 
every  one  she  meets  is  looking  at  her  pimples. 
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CURE. 

In  most  cases,  three  or  four  bottles  of  Discovery  will  effect  a  cure. 
When  four  bottles  does  not  effect  it,  you  will  bathe  the  face  three  times  a 
day  with  the  Discovery.  In  a  few  days,  the  pimples  will  fester,  forming 
pustules  full  of  matter,  and  looking  like  the  Small-pox.

SYCOSIS  —  CHIN  WHELK, 

This  is  a  pustular  disease,  commencing  by  redness,  heat,  and  inflamma¬ 
tion  of  the  chin :  small  red  points  come  out,  wThich,  in  a  few  days,  come  to 
full  size,  say  about  as  large  as  a  pin-head,  filled  with  yellow  matter ;  and 
from  the  heart  of  it  springs  up  a  single  hair.  The  pushes  then  break, 
forming  a  dry  crust.  When  the  disease  is  of  long  standing,  the  hair  of 
the  beard  falls  out,  but  grows  again.  I  once  had  a  singular  case  of  this 
disease.  A  young  man  of  a  strong,  robust  constitution,  with  a  strong, 
bushy  black  beard,  from  which,  when  cut  with  the  scissors,  oozed  out,  with 
a  fizzling  noise  like  gas,  a  white,  milky  substance,  looking  very  much  like 
the  milk  in  the  stalk  of  a  dandelion.  I  have  never  been  able  to  find  any 
similar  case  in  any  medical  work.  He  took  the  Discovery  ;  but  he  re¬ 
moved  to  New  York,  and  I  lost  sight  of  him. 

CURE. 

As  this  is  more  of  a  local  disease  than  a  disease  of  the  system,  I  always 
recommend  a  free  use  of  my  Scrofula  Ointment,  laid  on  thick.

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TENIA  —  SCALD-HEAD . 


SYMPTOMS. 


This  disease  commences  with  pushes  perfectly  round,  and  embedded  in  the 
skin :  they  contain  a  clear  yellow  matter,  which  soon  hardens,  always  with  a 
hollow  centre,  or  forming  a  cup,  but  never  rising  above  the  level  of  the 
skin.  This  is  a  distinguishing  feature  of  the  disease.  They  are,  as  it 
were,  filled  in  the  centre:  the  cups  are  often  very  hard,  of  a  grayish 
yellow  color,  sometimes  distinct,  but  often  clustered  together,  forming  a 
large  patch  accompanied  with  considerable  itcifing.  When  distinct,  each  cell 
has  a  single  hair  growing  in  it.  As  in  Sycosis,  you  can  always  tell  this  dis¬ 
ease  by  its  forming  in  cups  or  cells,  much  like  the  cells  of  a  honeycomb : 
sometimes  the  whole  head  is  covered  with  a  scaly  cap.  When  the  scabs  con¬ 
tinue  loim,  the  flesh,  and  sometimes  the  bone,  is  affected.  The  hair  can  be 
pulled  out  by  the  roots  without  causing  any  pain :  in  fact,  it  often  falls  out 
of  itself,  and  leaves  behind  smooth,  shiny  patches ;  and,  if  it  grows  again, 
it  is  always  of  a  weak  and  woolly  kind.  This  disease  is  never  accompanied 
with  any  feverish  symptoms,  only  a  disagreeable  itching,  with  a  strong, 
unpleasant  smell. 

Payer  and  Cazenave  both  say  that  this  disease  is  always  accompanied 
with  swarms  of  lice  in  the  crevices  and  crusts  of  the  scabs,  and  in  the 
matting  of  the  hair.  This  may  be  so  in  Paris ;  but  I  am  certain  it  is  not 
so  in  Roxbury.  I  have  seen  wagon-loads  of  Scald-IIeads,  and  never  saw  a 
louse  in  one  of  them. 

This  disease  is  very  catching  to  some  ;  others  cannot  take  it  under  any 
circumstances.  The  most  common  way  of  getting  it  is  by  using  the  same 
combs  or  the  same  towel.  Some  children  are  so  susceptible  to  it,  they  will 
catch  it  while  playing  in  the  same  yard. 


CAUSE. 

This  disease  is  said  to  be  caused  by  poverty  and  filth,  of  which  I  have 
very  great  doubt,  more  particularly  as  I  have  had  as  many  cases  from 
among  the  upper  walks  of  life  as  the  lower  ones. 

The  words  poverty  and  filth ,  which  are  so#  freely  used  by  European 
medical  writers  as  the  prolific  cause  of  so  many  diseases  of  the  skin,  are 
n$t,  in  any  sense  in  which  the  words  can  be  used,  applicable  to  our  own 
blessed,  happy,  and  free  country. 

Late  microscopic  examinations  have  proved  beyond  a  doubt,  that  Scald- 
Head  is  of  a  fungus  nature,  or,  in  plain  words,  mushrooms  growing  on 
your  head.  In  fact,  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  all  dry  diseases  of  the 
hairy  scalp  partake  of  the  same  nature,  —  an  animal  fungus.  It  is  said,  and 
I  believe  with  truth,  that  children  who  are  long  afflicted  with  Scald-Head 
are  stunted  both  in  body  and  mind  ;  yet  it  is  difficult  to  understand  why  a 
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crust  or  scab  growing  on  the  soil  that  covers  the  brain  should  cause  a 
withering  or  stunting  of  the  mind ;  yet  the  fact  is  too  well  established  by 
the  medical  faculty  to  admit  of  a  doubt.  This  is  one  of  the  problems  of 
Nature  that  cannot  be  solved.

PAPULAS. 


In  this  order  are  Lichen,  Prurigo,  and  Thunder  Humor. 

LICHEN. 

SYMPTOMS. 

This  commences  in  small,  solid  pimples,  and  rarely  contains  either  humor 
or  water,  and  is  liable  to  attack  any  part  of  the  body,  or  even  the  whole 
surface  of  the  bodv,  as  in  Universal  Lichen.  It  commences  in  solid  pim¬ 
ples  the  color  of  the  skin,  then  turning  to  a  reddish,  then  to  a  brown  tint. 
They  are  generally  distinct,  and  are  smaller  in  Lichen  than  in  Prurigo.  In 
Lichen  of  the  aged,  the  skin  is  highly  inflamed  and  swollen,  becomes  thick, 
and  full  of  fissures.  You  can  rub  a  dust  or  dandruff  from  it.  The  itching 
is  of  the  most  intense  kind  ;  the  nails  are  freely  used,  and  the  more  you 
use  them  the  worse  you  are. 

This  disease  has  been  known  to  continue  for  years,  causing  the  patient 
the  most  intense  anguish,  more  particularly  in  bed.  I  have  known  many 
a  case  walk  the  floor  all  night.  , 

In  the  kind  known  as  Inveterate  Lichen,  the  skin  is  dry,  rough,  and 
furrowed,  with  deep  wrinkles  at  the  joints.  In  such  cases,  the  pores  of 
the  skin  are  closed,  and  the  sweating  functions  completely  stopped. 

This  disease .  is  very  often  mixed  with  others,  particularly  Impetigo  and 
Pemphigus.  In  such  cases,  it  is  exceedingly  troublesome,  as  scratching  is 
liable  to  set  the  large  scabs  of  Impetigo  and  Pemphigus  bleeding. 

PRUPJGO. 

This  is  nothing  more  nor  less  than  a  severe  form  of  Lichen.  Their  be¬ 
ginning,  growth,  and  end  are  precisely  the  same.  The  pimples  of  Prurigo 
are  larger,  and  flat  at  the  top  ;  sometimes  they  are  small  blisters  ;  pushes 
and  small  boils  are  developed  with  it.  In  Prurigo  of  the  aged,  the  skin 
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becomes  thick,  of  a  dirty  yellow  color,  full  of  lines  and  streaks  lengthwise 

and  crosswise.  The  old  skin  comes  off  in  dust,  leaving  an  angry,  red 

surface  ;  and  in  a  fewT  hours  the  new  skin  becomes  old,  and  you  can  rub  it 
off  in  the  same  way. 

I  will  here  quote  the  language  of  M.  Rayer,  as  more  expressive  than 
any  thing  I  can  write.  He  says,  “  The  itching  is  incessant,  frequently  in¬ 
supportable,  and  accompanied  with  a  most  distressing  sensation,  compared 
by  the  sufferers  to  having  their  flesh  devoured  by  thousands  of  ants,  or  the 
piercing  of  the  skin  with  red  hot  needles,  and  the  heat  of  the  blood  to 
burning  fires,  maddening  the  itching  to  such  a  degree,  that  life  is  consid¬ 
ered  a  burden.  Patients  afflicted  with  this  disease  tear  themselves  cruelly 

with  their  nails  the  whole  night,  and  are  unable  to  sleep,  until,  towards 

morning,  they  sink  from  exhaustion  into  forgetfulness,  or,  after  a  few  hours 
of  disturbed  sleep,  are  awakened  at  the  first  appearance  of  dawn  by  their 
unsparing  tormentor.  The  violence  of  the  scratching  to  which  the  suf¬ 
ferers  so  afflicted  yield  themselves,  produces  redness  of  the  skin,  and,  by  re¬ 
moving  the  head  of  the  pimples,  gives  rise  to  numerous  small  black  scabs, 
these  resulting  from  the  oozing  of  minute  drops  of  blood  from  each  of  the 
wounded  pimples,  and  intermingled  cracks  and  fissures.  This  will  con¬ 
tinue  for  years  ;  and  at  its  cure,  if  cured,  the  skin  continues  thick  and  dry, 
and  epiderma  exfoliates  by  a  furfuraceous  and  mealy  desquamation.” 

This  is  M.  Rayer’s  description  of  it,  and  it  is  a  correct  one  in  every  par¬ 
ticular. 

Canzenave,  Rayer,  and  Willan  say  this  disease  breeds  innumerable 
swarms  of  lice.  Whoever  will  read  the  works  of  these  celebrated  physi¬ 
cians  must  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  French,  with  all  their  leader¬ 
ship  of  the  fashions,  are  at  best  a  lousy  set. 

I  have  seen  hundreds  of  cases  of  this  disease,  in  all  grades  of  society,  on 
the  poorest  of  our  population,  some  ill  fed  and  ill  clad,  but  never  saw 
vermin  of  any  kind  follow  the  disease. 

CAUSE. 

The  cause  of  Prurigo  and  Lichen  is  one  and  the  same  thing:  a  chemi¬ 
cal  change  in  the  system,  by  which  the  fluids  acquire  that  hot,  burning 
itchiness,  so  different  from  every  other  pimple  as  being  more  intense  and 
sharp.  It  is  akin  to  the  fluid  that  causes  toothache  or  neuralgia.  The 
same  particles,  instead  of  fastening  on  some  particular  nerve,  are  scattered 
through  the  system,  and  work  their  way  to  the  surface,  containing  no 
water,  and  no  humor,  but  a  drop  or  an  atom  of  black,  poisonous  blood. 
Bad  as  it  is  on  the  outside,  be  thankful  it  is  out.  Only  think  of  it,  when 
these  venomous  diseases  settle  inward,  what  a  life  you  lead ! 

In  a  few  years  the  system  becomes  tainted  with  this  virus,  and  the 
whole  body  is  saturated  with  it,  changing  the  flesh  to  a  smoky  aeid,  like 
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smoked  ham  ;  and  the  intensity  of  the  disease  weakens  the  mind  as  well  as 
the  body.  Much  has  been  written  and  said  on  this  disease ;  yet  the  inten¬ 
sity  of  the  disease  is  past  telling,  either  by  pen  or  tongue. 

CURE. 

In  this  disease,  patience  and  perseverance  are  of  great  service.  That 
poisonous  venom  has  saturated  every  vein,  tissue,  and  muscle  of  your  body  ; 
vour  blood  and  your  nervous  fluid  are  full  of  it :  therefore,  there  is  but 
one  course  for  you  to  pursue ;  that  is  Kennedy’s  Medical  Discovery  in¬ 
wardly,  and  Kennedy’s  Salt  Rheum  Ointment  outwardly,  both  to  be  taken 
arid  applied  until  you  become  a  new  creature.

THUNDER-  HUMOR. 

*  * 

What  is  Thunder  Humor?  Probably  no  cutaneous  disease  has  ever 
excited  more  curiosity  than  this  humor,  as  all  writers  on  diseases  of  the 
skin  are  entirely  silent  on  the  subject,  and  many  have  doubted  the  ex¬ 
istence  of  it  altogether.  But  I  do  assure  you  it  is  a  reality,  and  a  dis¬ 
agreeable  one  too.  When  I  first  announced  that  I  had  discovered  a  common 
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pasture-weed  that  cured  every  kind  of  humor,  from  the  worst  scrofula  to  a 
common  pimple,  except  thunder  humor ,  I  made  mention  of  the  latter  for 
two  reasons,  —  first,  as  a  sort  of  braggadocia ;  second,  to  create  a  mystery. 
It  answered  both  purposes  very  well.  There  is  one  drawback  to  it ;  that 
is,  when  people  have  taken  the  prescribed  number  of  bottles,  and  are  not 
cured,  they  are  sure  they  have  got  thunder  humor ;  and  it  has  cost  me  a 
small  fortune  in  postage-stamps  to  tell  them  what  Thunder  Humor  is. 

The  first  case  I  saw  of  it  was  this :  Mr.  P.  was  out  in  a  thunder-storm, 
was  struck  by  lightning,  and  laid  insensible  on  the  field  for  three  hours.  A 
heavy  shower  came  on,  and  restored  him  to  consciousness.  He  was  able 


to  walk  home  In  a  very  feehle  state.  When  his  family  examined  him,  he 
was  covered  with  a  rash,  which  itched  intolerably.  For  several  years  he 
had  tried  all  known  remedies,  without  any  benefit.  I  was  so  confident  my 
medicine  would  cure  him,  that  I  offered  to  bet  fifty  dollars  against  fifty 
cents  on  the  result.  Fortunately  for  me,  Mr.  P.  was  a  man  of  principle.

The  most  singular  thing  connected  with  this  humor  is  its  attraction  to 
iron,  particularly  to  steel ;  and  the  purer  the  steel,  the  greater  the  attrac¬ 
tion.  In  fact,  he  was  a  perfect  magnet.  When  the  humor  wras  inward,  I 
saw  him  take  a  chisel  in  his  hand  :  it  brought  the  humor  out  in  fiery  red 
papulae  ;  first  commencing  in  a  circle  around  the  iron,  then  gradually 
extending  up  the  arm.  It  broke  out  similar  to  what  we  commonly  call 
goose-skin  ;  then  immediately  turned  a  fiery  red. 

The  second  case  that  came  under  my  observation  was  a  sailor.  He  was 
employed  on  the  Chelsea  ferry-boat  when  I  saw  him.  While  on  a  voyage 
from  Boston  to  New  Orleans,  the  vessel  was  struck  by  lightning.  Fie  was 
stunned,  and  for  a  few  minutes  was  entirely  insensible.  When  he  re¬ 
covered,  lie  found,  to  his  surprise,  that  be  was  full  of  humor.  This  man 
took  several  bottles  of  the  Medical  Discovery,  without  any  benefit.  The 
singularity  of  this  case  was  his  sensibility  to  electrical  changes  in  the 
atmosphere.  He  could  tell  the  precise  time  of  a  thunder-storm,  its  severity 
and  duration,  several  hours  before  it  took  place.

While  standing  there,  the  shed  was  struck 
by  lightning :  bis  horse,  a  valuable  one  (worth  three  hundred  dollars),  was 
stunned,  and  in  a  few  hours  was  covered  with  humor,  and  rendered  value¬ 
less  for  a  carriage-horse  :  he  sold  him  for  fifty  dollars. 

Writers  on  cutaneous  diseases  place  two  humors,  Lichen  and  Prurigo,  in 
the  order  Papulaa.  I  propose  to  place  Thunder  Humor  in  the  same  order, 
as  it  is  evidently  papular,  containing  neither  serum  nor  pus.  It  rises  in 
small  prominent  points,  or  goose-skin,  without  any  inflammation  of  the 
epidermis  :  at  the  acme  of  the  points  they  assume  an  intense  fiery  red, 
redder  than  scarlet  fever  at  its  height ;  whereas  Lichen  and  Prurigo  are 
both  of  a  dull  brown.  Again :  these  latter  are  characterized  by  frequent 
thickening  of  the  skin,  and  disappearing  by  desquamation  or  exfoliation  ; 
whereas  Thunder  Flmnor  lias  none  of  these  appearances,  hut  settles  again 
of  itself,  and  in  a  few’  minutes  the  epidermis  is  as  smooth  as  if  it  never 
was  disturbed. 

It  cannot  be  classed  with  the  Vesiculse,  as  it  does  not  contain  serum  or 
pus  ;  and  it  cannot  be  confounded  with  Lichen  or  Prurigo,  as  it  differs 
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from  them  in  its  first  cause,  peculiar  sensibility  to  electrical  changes  in  the 
atmosphere,  and  its  attraction  to  iron,  and  in  its  acuminated  red  scarlet 
points  with  their  base  natural. 

Connected  with  this  subject,  I  take  unto  myself  three  great  honors  ; 
first,  of  discovering  a  common  pasture-weed  that  cures  every  kind  of 
humor,  from  the  worst  scrofula  down  to  a  common  pimple  ;  second,  of 
describing  a  new  and  hitherto  unknown  humor  ;  third,  of  publishing  the 
first  American  work  on  diseases  of  the  skin.  Trifling  as  these  few  pages 
may  appear  to  you  (T  am  ashamed  to  say  it),  it  is  the  first  American  work 
on  this  subject. 


OKDES1&  VI. 


SQUAMA  OR  SCALE. 


In  this  order  are  four  diseases,  Lepra,  Psoriasis,  Pytiriasis,  and  Ichthyosis, 
or,  in  plain  English,  White  Scall,  Dandruff,  and  Fish-skin. 

LEPRA,  PSORIASIS. 

SYMPTOMS.  ; 

These  are  one  and  the  same  disease  :  the  only  difference  is  a  mere 
triflino-  color  of  the  scales,  —  one  more  shining  and  silvery  than  the  other. 

This  disease  commences  in  small  spots  or  elevations  of  the  skin,  covered 
with  a  white,  dry  scale.  This  small  speck  enlarges  itself  into  a  circle, 
sometimes  quite  round,  more  frequently  with  sharp  curves,  with  the  skin 
in  the  centre  in  a  sound  state.  These  rings  are  of  various  sizes  and  shapes, 
and  attack  all  parts  of  the  body,  but  more  especially  the  arms  and  knees  ; 
yet,  in  some  cases,  the  whole  body  is  covered  with  scaly  rings. 

This  disease  is  easily  known  from  any  other  skin-disease  by  its  white, 
brittle,  and  silvery  scales.  Properly  speaking,  this  does  not  come  under 
that  class  of  diseases  that  are  caused  by  impurities  of  the  blood,  as  impurity 
of  the  blood  manifests  itself  by  scabs  and  glutinous  crusts  being,  as  it 
were,  by  the  force  of  nature  expelled  from  the  system. 

CAUSE. 

I  have  carefully  examined  the  pathological  appearance  of  this  disease, 
from  beginning  to  end,  in  a  numbfr  of  cases ;  and  I  have  come  to  the  con- 
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elusion  that  the  disease  itself  has  an  entirely  different  origin  from  what 
was  always  ascribed  to  it. 

It  has,  since  the  first  description  of  it  by  Daniel  Turner  (the  first  Eng¬ 
lish  writer  on  diseases  of  the  skin),  been  supposed  to  be  a  sweating,  or 
that  the  perspiration  was  loaded  with  a  heavy  sediment,  which  congealed 
on  the  surface  instead  of  escaping  in  vapor.  This,  indeed,  is  a  plausible 
theory,  and  perhaps  the  only  one  that  could  be  maintained  with  any  degree 
of  rational  argument,  when  writing  on  the  disease. 

Now,  in  the  face  of  all  writers,  ancient  and  modern,  it  may  seem  pre¬ 
sumption  to  contradict  any  theory  that  has  the  sanction  of  such  names  as 
Erasmus  Wilson,  Plumb,  Cazenave,  Rayer,  Neligan,  Green,  Willan, 
Gilbert,  Willis,  Jackson,  Baker,  and  Heberden.  These  are  high  and 
honored  names,  shining  lights  in  all  that  relates  to  diseases  of  the  skin. 
Yet  in  the  face  of  all  these  names,  who  are  an  honor  to  human  nature,  I 
boldly  say,  that  the  nature  of  the  disease  is  different  from  any  thing  that 
any  of  them  ever  surmised. 

In  July,  1860,  I  had  a  case  of  perfectly-developed  Psoriasis,  —  a  Mrs.

PYTIRIASIS  —  DANDRUFF.

SYMPTOMS. 

This  disease  is  characterized  by  a  chronic  inflammation  of  the  skin,  by 
the  production  of  small  white  scales,  or  wdiite  dust,  or  patches  of  irregular 
form  and  variable  size,  liable  to  attack  any  part  of  the  body.  It  is  at¬ 
tended  with  heat,  itching,  and  tingling,  and  is  by  far  the  most  troublesome 
of  all  scaly  diseases  of  the  skin.  Yet  this  never  forms  a  real  scale :  it  is 
only  a  mealy  dust,  which  is  produced  almost  as  fast  as  you  rub  it  off ;  and, 
as  a  general  thing,  it  is  more  common  among  women  than  among  men ; 
also  more  common  in  old  age  than  middle  age. 

CAUSE.

This  disease  is  caused  by  too  much  alkali  in  the  system.  The  alkali  is

consequently  the  skin  becomes  dry  and  parched,  and  falls  off  in  dust. 


CUBE.

ICHTHYOSIS  -  FISH-SKIN. 

Up  to  this  date  (January,  1858),  I  have  seen  but  two  cases  of  this  dis¬ 
ease.  The  first  was  a  young  man  from  Vermont,  who  informed  me  that 
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his  family  were  similarly  afflicted ;  that  they  inherited  the  disease  from 
their  father.  The  skin  on  this  young  man’s  face  had  thickened  and  drawn 
up,  so  that  his  lips  were,  as  it  were,  turned  inside  out  ;  the  skin  of  his 
cheeks  and  forehead  was  drawn  up  so  much  as  to  give  his  eyes  an  enlarged 
and  most  unnatural  stare,  as  it  exposed  almost  the  whole  part  of  the 
socket.  I  did  not  see  this  man  hut  once,  and  of  course  had  no  opportunity 
to  examine  into  the  nature  of  the  disease. 

The  other  case  was  a  lady  about  thirty  years  of  age.  This  lady  was  a 
patient  of  mine  over  a  year ;  and  I  paid  particular  attention  to  her  case,  as 
it  was  so  very  remarkable.  She  attributed  all  her  trouble  to  a  sudden 
check  of  perspiration.  This  opinion  was  indorsed  by  some  of  the  most 
famous  physicians  of  Europe  ;  yet  it  always  appeared  to  me  impossible 
that  a  cause  so  trifling  would  produce  such  a  wonderful  change. 

This  lady  had  tried  the  most  eminent  physicians  in  the  United  States  ; 
went  to  England,  was  under  Sir  Astley  Cooper’s  care  for  several  months  ; 
then  went  to  Paris,  was  examined  in  the  hospital  by  M.  Rayer  and  the 
most  celebrated  physicians  of  France  for  over  a  year ;  then  she  visited  all 
the  sulphur-springs  of  Germany  and  Switzerland,  without  any  benefit.  A 
Spanish  doctor  that  she  met  with  in  Switzerland  agreed  to  cure  her  for 
one  thousand  dollars, — five  hundred  down,  and  the  other  five  hundred 
when  the  cure  was  effected.  She  was  under  his  care  for  several  months  ; 
and,  before  he  left  her,  he  got  the  other  five  hundred,  and  left  her  worse 
than  he  found  her.  So  you  see  that  rogues  and  fools  are  not  all  dead  yet. 
Her  wmrds  to  me  were,  u  He  not  only  cheated  me  out  of  a  thousand  dollars , 
hut  fed.  me  on  arsenic .” 

During  the  year  she  wras  my  patient,  she  took  fourteen  bottles  of  Dis¬ 
covery,  and  used  several  boxes  of  Ointment,  and  is  now  perfectly  cured. 
This  being  the  only  case  I  ever  had  a  chance  to  examine,  I  cannot  de¬ 
scribe  it  as  a  type  for  you  to  follow,  as  it  differed  greatly  from  some  of  the 
cases  mentioned  by  Cazenave,  who  describes  it  very  minutely,  but  unfor¬ 
tunately  calls  it  incurable.

The  skin  is  thick,  furrowed,  and 
covered  with  genuine  scales,  which  are  dry,  hard,  resistant,  grayish, 
and  sometimes  pearly-colored,  often  very  glossy,  and  surrounded  several 
times  with  a  blackish  circle.  These  scales  are  formed  by  the  thickened 
cuticle,  furrowec  ah  over,  free  at  one  extremity,  and  umbricated  at  the 
point  of  attachment  to  the  skin.  Some  of  them  are  small,  and  surrounded 
with  a  multitude  of  furfuraceous  points,  which  correspond  to  theffurrows  of 
the  epidermis ;  others  are  larger,  and  are  much  diffused  over  the  wrinkled 
surface. 

u  These  scales  may  be  removed  without  causing  the  slightest  pain,  and 
do  not  leave  the  slightest  redness  after  them  on  the  skin  ;  but  it  is  rough, 
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and,  on  passing  the  hand  over  it,  it  conveys  the  sensation  of  the  surface  of 
a  file,  or  even  of  the  backs  of  certain  fishes :  the  scales  are  thicker  on  the 
limbs  than  elsewhere.  However  much  extended  this  scaly  eruption  may 
be,  or  whatever  alteration  it  may  produce  in  the  tegumentary  envelope,  it 
never  occasions  any  serious  derangement  to  the  functions  of  organic  life  : 
there  is  no  pain  or  itching ;  the  skin  is  no  longer  able  to  perform  its  trans- 
piratory  functions,  except  at  certain  points,  which  are  always  moistened 
with  copious  respiration.”

SCKOFULA. 

CAUSE. 

I  . -  • 

The  ancient  physicians  said  there  were  four  primary  humors  in  the 
system;  viz.,  blood,  phlegm,  choler,  and  melancholy,  upon  which  four  the 
temperament  of  the  body  is  founded,  and  by  mismanagement  or  abuse, 
the  one  is  often  changed  into  the  channels  of  the  other,  and  brings  on  a 
train  of  serious  evils.  When  all  these  humors  are  so  combined  as  to  bring 
their  exact  and  equal  share  to  the  body,  then  they  furnish  a  healthy  and 
sound  constitution.  Modern  physicians,  having  the  advantage  of  chem- 
istry  to  aid  them  (a  science  of  which  the  ancients  were  entirely  ignorant), 
say  that  the  acids,  salts,  and  alkalies  of  the  body,  being  unequally  blended, 
somehow  become  vitiated,  causing  a  fermentation  of  the  whole  mixture, 
which  throws  the  extraneous  matter  to  the  surface.  The  above  is  very 
good  for  college  use,  but  does  not  meet  common  family  sense. 

Scrofula  may  come  from  various  causes.  It  may  be  hereditary,  yet  there 
must  be  a  cause  for  it.  Why  did  your  father  or  grandfather  have  it  ? 

Got  it  from  Adam,  handed  down  hand  in  hand  with  original  sin.”)  I 
will  take  the  most  common  ways  of  receiving  Scrofula  in  the  system. 
First,  from  a  bad  stomach  that  does  not  digest  your  food ;  then,  in  the  next 
place,  from  deficient  chyle,  or  what  is  called  the  beginning  of  life;  or, 
where  the  chyle  is  converted  into  blood,  the  separation  of  particles  doe&  ‘ 
not  take  place  in  a  healthy  manner:  this  deficiency  in  separating  the  vital* 
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king  germs  fills  the  system  with  thin,  poor  blood,  negative  and  weak,  and 
full  of  an  i  male  like  that  feed  on  what  little  vitality  there  is  in  you.  This 
is  what  is  called  in  medical  language  a  scrofulous  diathesis,  or  liability  to 
be  attacked  with  active  Scrofula  at  any  time. 

The  only  difference  between  constitutional  humor  and  acquired  humor 
is,  that  in  constitutional  humor  there  is  already  a  taint  in  the  system  itself, 
that  turns  a  part  of  the  nourishment  into  humor  by  a  chemical  change  in 
the  circulation.  In  the  acquired  humor,  the  assimilating  process  at  the 
beginning  of  the  blood  is  imperfect.  A  part  of  the  nourishment  goes  to 
form  bone  ;  a  part  flesh,  muscle,  blood,  fat,  and  fibre.  The  assimilating 
process  dissolves,  divides,  and  takes  up  and  sends  off  every  thing  to  its 
proper  place  in  the  system.  Now,  when  digestion  and  assimilation  are  both 
wrong,  and  things  get  mixed  up,  then  the  system  is  filled  with  raw,  undi¬ 
gested,  or  slimy  humors :  this,  in  turn,  affects  the  blood  ;  and  from  the  blood 
to  the  lymphatic  fluid  is  only  one  step.  The  lymphatic  fluid  is  next  in 
importance  to  the  blood  itself,  as  it  circulates  in  every  nerve  in  the  body. 
The  most  scientific  physicians  of  the  present  day  say  that  Scrofula  is  de¬ 
cidedly  a  lymphatic  disease  :  this  is  correct  so  far  as  the  development  of  the 
disease  is  concerned,  but  not  as  to  its  primary  cause. 

The  Lymph  is  now  full  of  millions  of  animalculse,  running:  through 
every  nerve  in  your  body,  and  eating  up  your  vitality,  and  making  you 
the  poor,  languid  creature  you  are.  Various  other  diseases  have  a  ten¬ 
dency  to  generate  a  scrofulous  habit  of  the  system,  such  as  Measles,  Scar¬ 
let  Fever,  and  Whooping-cough.  These,  in  their  own  nature,  have  no 
inward  resemblance  to  Scrofula ;  vet  carelessness,  getting;  cold,  errors  of 
living  when  the  patient  is  getting  better,  bring  on  a  state  of  the  sys¬ 
tem  highly  favorable  to  the  breeding  of  animalculse.  These  animalculse  die, 
and  cause  a  sediment  of  the  Lymph.  This  sediment  is  carried  forward  in 
the  circulation,  and  by  its  glutenish  nature  sticks  in  the  valves  or  glands  of 
the  nerves,  and,  by  adding  a  little  and  little  every  day,  finally  forms  those 
lumps  which  we  call  strumous  swellings.  These  swellings  are  liable  to 
form  on  any  part  of  the  body,  inside  and  outside,  but  most  generally  on 
the  neck.  In  many  cases,  these  strumous  swellings  disappear  without  any 
remedies  :  the  vitality  of  the  system  and  the  force  of  the  circulation  are 
sufficient  to  propel  them  forward  into  the  stomach. 

The  effect  of  climate  has  much  to  do  in  producing  a  scrofulous  state  of 
system  :  the  inhabitants  of  tropical  climates  are  more  affected  by  Scrofula 
than  those  of  temperate  climates. 

Children  born  of  perfectly  healthy  parents,  yet  who  live  in  impure 
air,  in  crowded  and  badly- ventilated  rooms,  and  on  deficient  and  un¬ 
wholesome  food,  are  naturally  fit  subjects  for  Scrofula.  In  all  low  and 
marshy  countries,  the  disease  is  more  common  than  on  dry  and  hi<|h 
ground. 

It  said  that  in  Holland,  and  in  some  of  the  marshy  districts  of  England, 
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the  disease  is  peculiarly  prevalent ;  and  it  is  well  known  to  be  so  in  our  own 
country. 

SYMPTOMS. 

The  symptoms  of  Scrofula  are,  by  English  physicians,  said  to  be  fair 
hair,  soft,  fine,  thin  skin,  beautiful  complexion,  and  blue  eyes.  Now,  I 
should  be  sorry  to  have  all  the  angels  of  the  world  full  of  Scrofula. 
I  know  by  actual  experience  and  observation,  that  the  English  symptom 
is  not  applicable  to  one  in  a  thousand  cases  :  if  it  was  so,  women  might 
well  consider  their  beauty  a  curse  ;  now,  my  dear  girls,  there  is  not  one 
word  of  truth  in  it,  so  make  yourselves  look  as  beautiful  as  you  can. 

Individuals  with  a  scrofulous  constitution  are  troubled  with  inflammation 
of  the  nostrils,  thick  lips,  inflammation  of  the  eyelids,  rotten  gums,  and 
poor  teeth,  and  an  undue  secretion  of  saliva :  these,  with  the  swelling  of 
the  glands  on  the  neck,  are  the  principal  symptoms  of  outward  Scrofula. 
Now,  outward  Scrofula  is  bad  enough  ;  but  how  much  worse  when  it  settles 
inward  !  which  it  frequently  does,  as  we  find  Scrofula  of  the  lungs  with 
every  characteristic  of  Scrofula  in  the  tubercles,  we  find  Scrofula  of  the 
liver,  Scrofula  of  the  spleen,  Scrofula  of  the  kidneys,  and  Scrofula  of  the 
bones.  In  one  respect,  Scrofula  differs  from  all  other  diseases  of  the  skin, 
in  that  it  is  of  a  cold,  sluggish  nature,  and  never  itches :  true  Scrofula 
ulcers  seldom  cause  any  pain.  Some  individuals  are  troubled  with  scrofu¬ 
lous  swellings  of  the  glands  during  the  greater  part  of  their  life,  without 
causing  them  any  inconvenience  or  suffering. 

CUKE. 

While  writing  this  pamphlet,  my  mind  was  much  exercised  on  digestion, 
and  how  good,  wholesome,  well-cooked  food  of  beef  and  bread,  and  all 
the  44  fixings,”  could  be  converted  into  Scrofulous  Humor.  I  was  thinking 
of  this  one  night  after  I  went  to  bed  ;  and,  like  Beecher  trying  to  reach 
the  origin  of  evil,  I  was  trying  to  find  the  origin  of  Scrofula.  I  do  not 
know  how  he  came  out  on  his  ;  but  I  could  not  see  my  way  clear  in  mine. 
I  had  many  cases  of  strong,  rugged,  bony,  sinewy  men,  whose  digestion 
was  good,  liver  active,  and  bowels  regular,  and  yet  decidedly  scrofulous, 
with  ulcers  and  kernels  as  large  as  your  fist.  While  musing  on  this  sub¬ 
ject  I  fell  asleep,  and  dreamed  that  I  was  inside  a  human  body  :  every 
viscera  was  as  large  as  a  good-sized  chamber.  I  walked  all  through  the 
heart,  saw  the  cause  of  its  beating  ;  walked  through  the  liver,  and  from 
there  to  the  lungs  and  spleen  ;  and  a  guide  with  me,  explaining  every 
thing  connected  with  man’s  life.  I  saw  many  things  that  were  entirely 
new  to  me,  among  other  things,  that  the  blood  did  not  get  its  red  color 
from  the  oxygen  of  the  atmosphere,  but  from  a  small  stream  that  flowed 
into  it,  and  turned  it  red  ;  but  the  most  wonderful  thing  of  all  was  what 
we  call  life  itself,  the  vital  spark,  or  whatever  we  may  choose  to  call  it. 
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Life,  as  I  saw  it,  was  a  clear,  transparent  silvery  cloud  or  atmosphere 
around  the  body.  The  body  was  enveloped  in  tiiis  ;  the  body  was  fed  by 
this  ;  and  the  health  of  the  body  depended  upon  how  much  of  this  elec¬ 
trical  cloud  it  could  absorb  or  consume.  This  cloud  set  the  heart  in 
motion  by  its  pressure  :  it  seemed  to  be  to  the  heart  what  a  mill-pond 
would  be  to  a  mill.  The  beauty  of  this  dream  was,  that  I  seemed  to  un¬ 
derstand  the  whole  phenomenon  of  life.  In  the  morning  I  thought  I  never 
could  forget  it ;  but  before  sundown  it  had  nearly  all  vanished,  and,  un¬ 
fortunately,  the  origin  of  Scrofula  vanished  with  it :  so  I  must  leave  the 
theorv  of  dreams  for  the  hard  facts  of  science. 

Scrofula  and  Epilepsy  have  always  been  mysterious  diseases,  and,  of 
course,  have  given  rise  to  all  kinds  of  superstitious  and  nonsensical  treat¬ 
ment  and  remedies. 

To  go  back  to  the  earlv  history  of  the  disease  in  England,  we  find  it 
called  King’s  Evil,  from  the  fact  that  the  pope  conferred  upon  Edward  the 
Confessor,  the  last  of  the  Saxon  kings,  on  account  of  his  sanctity,  and  de¬ 
votion  to  the  Christian  religion,  the  power  of  curing  this  disease  by  laying 
on  of  hands  ;  and  from  that  time  it  became  familiarly  known  as  King’s 
Evil.  William  the  Conqueror,  who  succeeded  Edward,  claimed  the  same 
power,  but  on  what  grounds  is  not  stated :  from  that  time,  until  William 
and  Mary,  the  gift  was  claimed  by  the  kings  of  England.  Some  of  them 
derived  enormous  revenues  from  it  at  a  shilling  a  touch  ;  and  thousands 
availed  themselves  of  coming  in  contact  with  the  king,  who  had  no  disease 
whatever  ;  but  what  is  most  singular  is  that  sensible  men  believed  in  it. 

Dr.  Willis,  one  of  the  greatest  and  wisest  of  the  physicians  of  that 
time,  and  whose  published  works  are  a  marvel  for  that  age,  says,  44  It  is 
*  delivered  to  us  from  our  ancestors,  that  the  seventh  son,  or  he  that  is  born 
the  seventh  one  after  another  in  a  continued  series,  can  cure  this  disease 
bv  stroking  it  with  his  hands  ;  truly  I  have  known  many  whom  no  medi- 
,  cine  could  help,  to  have  been  cured  by  this  remedy  in  a  short  time  ;  and 
there  are  but  few  who  doubt  but  this  disease  is  cured  by  our  lord  the 
king.” 

In  the  reign  of  Charles  the  Second  there  were  regular  healing-days  ap¬ 
pointed  by  court.  These  were  regular  gala-days  :  there  were  special  ser¬ 
vices  in  the  church,  and  special  prayers  in  the  prayer-book  of  that  time  ; 
but,  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne,  these  prayers  were  omitted.  I  at  one 
time  owned  the  whole  service  in  a  medical  work  of  that  period. 

Dr.  Richard  Wiseman,  who  was  44  Sargent-Chirurgeon  ”  to  Charles  the 
Second,  says  lie  44  was  an  eye-witness  to  thousands  of  cures  ;  and  that  it 
was  well  known,  and  could  not  be  controverted,  that  the  royal  touch  cured 
more  in  one  year  than  all  the  surgeons  of  England  in  an  age  ;  and  that 
struma  swellings  on  the  neck,  which  withstood  the  most  powerful  scatter¬ 
ing  emolient  remedies  for  many  months,  nay,  7or  many  years,  had  imme¬ 
diately  disappeared  after  the  royal  touch.” 
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Wiseman  was  a  full  believer  in  the  divine  rights  of  kings,  and  vents  his 
spleen  very  unsparingly  on  those  who  do  not  believe  in  him.  Opposition 
will  rise  against  the  best  of  men,  even  when  engaged  in  the  best  of  all 
works,  the  curing  of  their  fellow-men  ;  and  so  it  was  with  Charles. 

At  this  time  an  Irishman,  by  the  name  of  Greatrakes,  was  impressed 
that  he  could  cure  the  evil  by  the  laying  of  hands.  He  seems  to  have  been 
very  successful  in  Ireland,  so  much  so,  that  his  fame  extended  to  England. 

Daniel  Turner,  the  first  English  writer  on  diseases  of  the  skin,  gives 
credit  to  Greatrakes  for  honesty,  and  that  he  never  accepted  any  reward ; 
he  freely  received  and  freely  gave. 

Wiseman  takes  great  offence  at  the  patronage  extended  to  Greatrakes, 
and  asks  the  question,  “  Who  are  these  that  detract  his  grace  from  our 
lord  the  king  ?  If  we  follow  them  into  private  life,  we  find  they  are  Low 
Churchmen,  Whigs,  Nonconformists,  and  Roundheads,  who  do  all  in  their 
power  to  bring  our  lord  the  king  into  ridicule.” 

On  the  accession  of  William,  Prince  of  Orange,  to  the  throne,  it  was 
expected  that  the  healing-days  would  be  kept  up  with  the  same  pomp  ;  but 
he,  like  a  sensible  man,  denied  having  any  such  gift,  and  advised  all  who 
came  to  him  to  pray  to  God  for  grace.  This  was  the  only  action  of  Wil¬ 
liam’s  life  for  which  the  High-Church  party  gave  him  credit,  —  not 
assuming  to  himself  divine  rights. 

Wiseman  then  complains  that  the  poor  are  left  to  die,  that  there  is  no 
known  remedy,  and  that  the  lawful  king  is  a  hopeless  exile.  However,  a 
new  class  of  physicians  are  now  on  the  stage  to  fill  the  gap  left  by  the 
king:  the  practice  of  these  he  considers  more  reprehensible  than  that  of 
Greatrakes.  He  says  of  them,  “  They  cure  the  evil  by  charms ,  conjura¬ 
tions,  characters ,  ganglion  notes,  magic  ligatures,  rings,  laces,  and  other 
bad  tricks,  by  which  they  pervert  and  pollute  the  divine  art  of  healing, 
and  endanger  men’s  souls.” 

Now,  gentle  reader,  some  of  these  absurdities  have  come  down  to  our  own 
day.  I  have  seen  many  of  them.  A  few  years  ago,  selling  charms  was 
quite  a  lucrative  business,  from  the  seventh  son  down  to  the  hair  of  a  jet 
black  cat.  It  is  difficult  to  believe,  that,  among  the  gospel  privileges  of 
New  England,  people  can  be  found  to  be  guilty  of  such  things  ;  yet  they  give 
as  a  reason,  that,  as  physicians  have  failed  them,  they  are  willing  to  try 
any  thing,  on  the  same  principle  that  drowning  men  catch  at  a  straw. 

Now,  my  dear  friend,  we  must  leave  superstition,  and  come  to  common 
sense  and  reality.  We  will  take  it  for  granted,  that  you  have  Scrofula  of 
the  system,  or  inward  Scrofula ;  in  such  a  case,  all  you  have  to  do  is  to 
take  five,  six,  seven,  or  eight  bottles  of  the  Discovery,  according  to  direc¬ 
tion  ;  take  enough  of  it  to  keep  your  bowels  in  good  order.  You  do  not 
require  them  to  be  too  loose  ;  you  must  exercise  in  this  your  own  common 
sense.  The  above  number  of  bottles  will  make  a  cure  in  eight  cases  out  of 
ten ;  but  there  are  a  few  old  chronic  cases  that  will  require  more.  Ip  this 
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case,  you  do  not  require  change  of  diet  or  living,  but  go  on  in  your  regular 
way  of  living,  eat  the  best  you  can  get,  and  enough  of  it. 

We  will  now  come  to  the  most  serious  part  of  Scrofula,  namely,  the 
swellings  on  the  neck,  or  what  is  called  strumous  swellings  of  the  glands. 
Now,  I  want  you  to  be  particular,  and  follow  my  directions  in  this  disease 
from  beginning  to  end.  These  swellings  begin  among  the  cords  of  the 
neck,  sometimes  under  the  chin.  You  at  first  notice  them  about  as  large 
as  a  pea. 

At  the  first  appearance  of  these  kernels,  I  would  advise  you  to  take  one 
or  two  bottles  of  the  Medical  Discovery,  and  apply  Kennedy’s  Scattering 
Liniment  to  the  lump,  rub  the  Liniment  in  well,  and  at  night  wet  a  piece 
of  woollen  cloth  with  the  Liniment,  and  bind  it  on  all  night.

You  are  taking  the 
Discovery,  and  that  will  carry  it  off  as  fast  as  it  is  scattered. 

We  will  again  say  that  the  lump  was  as  large  as  an  egg,  or  twice  as 
large,  before  you  have  done  any  thing  to  relieve  it.  It  is  now  turning 
purple  and  painful,  there  are  shooting,  darting  needles  passing  through  it, 
not  very  painful,  but  yet  it  causes  an  anxious  dread,  and  makes  you  sick  at 
heart.  Now,  these  scrofulous  lumps  are  different  from  any  thing  else  in 
the  human  system.  There  is  no  poultice,  no  emolient,  no  ripening  appli¬ 
cation,  known  in  the  whole  Materia  Medica  that  will  have  the  slightest 
effect  on  them  after  they  turn  purple,  either  to  bring  to  3,  head,  or  turn 
them  back. 

The  lump  has  now  broke  in  very  small  openings  :  these  openings  grow 
larger  ;  a  small  quantity  of  a  cheesy,  pasty  substance  comes  away  ;  in  a 
few  weeks,  the  flesh  sloughs  away,  forming  an  ulcer,  with  deep,  reddish- 
black,  and  jagged  sides,  the  edges  uneven,  and  pieces  of  clotted  flesh  are 
formed  in  and  around  the  sides  of  it.  If  this  flesh  could  be  ripened  by 
poultices  into  good  pus,  it  would  be  all  very  well ;  but  it  cannot  be  done. 
This  flesh  has  to  slough  away,  and  slough  away,  until  it  is  all  gone.  In 
some  cases,  the  sloughing  is  exceedingly  slow  and  tedious  :  in  such  cases  it 
will  be  well  for  you  to  apply  the  Scattering  Liniment  to  the  sound  part  of 
the  lump :  this  will  help  the  process  by  softening  them.

While  preparing  this  pamphlet  for  the  press,  I  became  astonished  at  the 
indifference  manifested  by  modern  physicians  on  the  subject  of  Scrofula. 
Erasmus  Wilson,  the  greatest  of  English  writers  on  diseases  of  the  skin, 
does  not  even  allude  to  it ;  and  yet  he  devotes  thirty-six  pages  of  his  excel¬ 
lent  work  to  diseases  of  the  hair,  and  ten  to  the  itch,  a  work  far  more 
fitting  to  a  barber  than  to  the  head  of  the  English  medical  profession. 
Cazenave,  Green,  and  Nelinger  are  equally  silent  on  the  subject.  Plumb 
touches  the  subject,  but  handles  it  with  kid  gloves,  as  if  he  did  not  know 
what  to  do  for  it.  This  is  what  I  call  sinful  neglect 

In  Rayer’s  great  work,  there  are  four  hundred  and  forty-four  folio  pages 
on  diseases  of  the  skin  :  and  only  four  and  a  half  are  devoted  to  Scrofula, 
the  parent  of  all  humors;  and  even  in  that  there  is  not  an  idea  worth 
copying,  except  his  advice.  He  says,  “  The  first  and  main  object  must  be 
to  accomplish  some  modification  of  the  constitution,  by  means  of  appropri¬ 
ate  regimen,  habits,  and  exercise.  Practitioners  are  generally  agreed  to 
recommend  a  warm  climate  and  dry  atmosphere,  living  in  a  healthy  situa¬ 
tion,  and  exercise  in  the  open  air  when  the  weather  will  permit  it.  The 
diet  requires  particular  attention  ;  good  animal  food,  beef  and  mutton, 
roasted  or  boiled  ;  antiscorbutic  vegetables,  as  endive  and  water-cresses  ; 
fresh  eggs,  roasted  poultry  or  game,  fresh  fish,  good  beer  or  generous  wine 
mixed  with  some  sparkling  Chalybeate  water  ;  bathing  often  in  sulphurous 
sea-water  and  iodated  baths.” 

Now,  reader,  I  heartily  indorse  all,  except  moving  to  a  warm  climate. 
If  you  will  remain  at  home,  and  take  Rayer’s  advice  as  to  your  living,  and 
take  a  course  of  eight  or  ten  bottles  of  Kennedy’s  Medical  Discoverv,  and 
apply  the  Ointment  as  directed,  I  will  guarantee  a  cure.

CANCER.

That  it  grows  larger  by  attracting  to  it  particles  of  the  same  nature  as 
itself ;  that  it  may  remain  in  this  state  for  months,  and  even  years,  without 
any  inconvenience,  only  the  horrid  idea  that  you  have  a  Cancer.  In  the 
course  of  time,  this  lump  or  mass  becomes  alive,  from  some  mysterious 
process  of  Nature ;  it  takes  unto  itself  animal  life  ;  puts  out  for  itself  feed¬ 
ers  and  suckers  in  every  direction.  These  suckers  we  call  the  Cancer 
taking  root.

LUPUS.

I  believe  they  are  bred  or  generated 
from  cells  or  ecws  in  the  tubercle,  and  from  there  take  life  and  eat  the  sur- 
rounding  flesh ;  and  the  time  will  come  when  this  will  be  proved  by  micro¬ 
scopic  examinations.  Nothing  in  nature  but  the  germ- theory  can  account 
for  this  disease. 

SYMPTOMS. 

This  makes  its  appearance  in  small  tubercles  in  the  flesh.  When 
about  the  size  of  a  pea,  they  rise  above  the  level  of  the  skin,  and  are 
covered  with  a  dark-brown,  thick  scab,  that  sticks  firmly  to  the  skin. 
This  disease  generally  comes  on  the  cheek  and  nose ;  eating  the  nose,  and, 
extending  to  the  cheek,  commits  the  same  ravages  there.  This  disease

ULCERS. 

Sir  Everard  Homes,  a  celebrated  English  physician,  says  that  no  im¬ 
provement  has  been  made  in  the  cure  of  Ulcers  since  the  days  of  Celsus. 
This  is  not  a  very  flattering  confession  when  we  consider  the  great  and 
rational  improvements  in  every  other  branch  of  medical  science. 

Sir  Everard  was  staff-surgeon  in  the  West-India  army;  and  his  position 
gave  him  an  excellent  opportunity  of  observing  the  treatment  of  Ulcers, 
which  his  sound  and  sensible  judgment  turns  to  the  best  account  in  de¬ 
scribing  the  various  appearances  of  Ulcers  in  that  climate. 

It  seems  that  twenty-eight  per  cent  of  the  army  were  afflicted  with 
ulcerated  sore  less.  He  also  remarks  that  tall  men  are  more  liable  to  the 
disease  than  short  ones.  My  own  observation  fully  confirms  this  ;  and  also 
that  it  requires  longer  time  to  cure  them. 

Sir  Everard  also  confesses,  or  acknowledges,  that  there  is  not  a  single 
article  known  to  the  British  surgeon  that  can  be  relied  on  to  cure  an 
Ulcer  ;  and  at  last  recommended,  that,  as  soon  as  an  Ulcer  of  the  leg  made 
its  appearance,  the  man  be  sent  home  to  England,  and  do  garrison 
duty. 

What  an  amount  of  money  and  men  it  would  have  saved  England,  if 
they  had  had  a  few  dozen  of  Kennedy's  Medical  Discovery  ! 

ON  THE  FORMATION  OF  MATTER  IN  AN  ULCER. 

Pus,  or  matter,  is  supposed  to  form  in  an  abscess  by  fermentation,  caused 
by  inflammation  of  the  part.  It  is  well  known  that  abscesses  can  be 
opened  by  hastening  Nature,  —  by  application  of  poultices  of  bread  and 
milk  ;  yet  most  physicians  believe  the  only  effect  of  bread  and  milk  is  to 
retain  the  heat,  or  prevent  its  escape  by  the  pores :  the  retaining  of  the 
heat  causes  a  fermentation  in  the  body  of  the  abscess,  which  causes  its  sub¬ 
stance  to  rot  or  to  form  pus.  This  pus  becomes  mild,  or  acrid,  as  the 
juices  of  the  body  and  state  of  the  system  are  more  or  less  vitiated. 

Pus  taken  from  a  healthy  Ulcer  has  the  following  propei'ties  :  — 
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It  is  nearly  of  the  consistence  of  cream,  is  of  a  whitish  color,  has  a 
mawkish  taste :  when  cold,  it  is  without  any  smell,  but  when  warm  has  a 
peculiar  smell. 

Examined  by  a  microscope,  it  is  found  to  consist  of  two  parts,  —  of 
globules,  and  a  colorless,  transparent  fluid  ;  its  specific  gravity  is  greater 
than  water ;  it  does  not  readily  go  into  putrefaction ;  exposed  to  heat,  it 
evaporates  to  dryness  ;  it  does  not  coagulate  ;  it  does  not  unite  with  water, 
but  falls  to  the  bottom. 

Bad  pus  is  where  the  globules  are  mixed  with  a  curdy,  flaky,  transpar¬ 
ent  fluid,  and  there  is  an  oozing  of  the  smaller  vessels,  of  an  acrid  nature, 
and  constantly  attended  with  inflammation. 

Pus  was  supposed  to  have  a  corroding  quality  ;  and,  to  test  the  truth  of 
this,  various  experiments  have  been  tried,  when  the  assertion  was  found  to 
be  without  the  least  foundation.  Pieces  of  animal  flesh  were  mixed  with 
pus  out  of  an  abscess,  and  in  twenty-four  hours  were  not  tainted  in  the 
least.  Animal  jellies  were  likewise  subjected  to  the  nicest  tests  to  ascer¬ 
tain  the  effect  of  pus  on  them  ;  and  in  one  hundred  and  forty-four  hours  they 
had  not  undergone  any  change.  These  experiments  were  the  subject  of  a 
prize  essay  before  the  College  of  Physicians  of  Edinburgh. 

Some  very  eminent  physicians  differ  from  this  theory  in  total,  and  main¬ 
tain  that  pus  is  no  part  of  an  Ulcer  ;  that,  when  the  abscess  breaks,  the 
parts  shrink,  and  form  an  Ulcer,  and  pus  is  formed  by  a  union  of  lymph 
and  blood  and  air,  and  is  supplied  from  the  vicinity  of  the  Ulcer. 

These  two  theories  have  had  hosts  of  advocates  on  each  side,  and  each 
side  maintained  with  great  plausibility. 

This  day  I  learned  an  entirely  new  theory,  which,  for  any  thing  I  know, 
may  be  as  philosophic  as  any  other.  It  is  this  :  While  in  conversation 
with  a  medical  clairvoyant  in  a  trance  state,  she  maintained  that  all  Ulcers 
are  caused  by  worms,  or  rather  parasites  or  animalculas,  and  that  they  can 
be  seen  by  a  powerful  microscope  ;  that  these  worms  feed  on  the  flesh,  and 
the  pus  is  their  excrement.  She  also  maintained  that  Ulcers  are  often 
caused  by  a  worm  feeding  on  the  bone ;  that  she  herself,  with  a  poultice 
of  flaxseed  meal,  drew  a  worm  of  several  inches  in  length  from  the  leg 
of  a  lady  of  Boston.  This  theory,  at  any  rate,  is  worthy  of  investigation. 

I  have  it  myself,  from  the  most  reliable  authority  in  two  cases,  where 
worms  came  out  by  following  my  prescriptions.  The  thing  then  looked  so 
absurd  I  did  not  dare  publish  it;  yet  could  any  of  my  readers  see  pictures 
of  these  creeping  things,  and  flying  things,  and  crawling  things,  that 
Ambrose  Parry  has  in  his  book  of  “  Monsters  in  the  Human  System,”  he 
might,  perhaps,  come  to  the  conclusion  that  there  may  be  worms  in  an 
Ulcer. 

I  now  make  a  statement  which  probably  no  physician  in  the  world  can 
make,  no  matter  of  what  school  or  nation,  —  I  do  not  say  it  boastingly, 
but  in  thanksgiving  and  praise  to  God,  who  has  revealed  to  me  so  many 
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efficacious  remedies,  and  made  me  an  instrument  of  so  much  good  to  my 
fellow-creatures.  It  is  this :  I  never  had  but  four  cases  of  humor  that 
baffled  my  skill,  when  I  was  allowed  to  give  time  and  attention  to  them  : 
this,  of  course,  does  not  apply  to  cases  at  a  distance  that  I  never  saw :  it 
only  refers  to  cases  that  I  attended  personally. 

Those  of  my  readers  who  have  had  Ulcers  during  thirty  or  forty  years 
of  their  life,  and  who  have  tried  scores  of  physicians,  will  doubt  this  state¬ 
ment  ;  at  any  rate,  will  wonder  at  my  success,  and  inquire  the  reason  for 
it;  in  one  word,  it  is  this,  —  strict  observation  of  causes  and  symptoms, 
studying  the  why  and  wherefore  of  every  phase. 

I  believe,  if  a  few  of  our  most  skilful  physicians  in  large  cities  would 
examine  themselves,  and  ascertain  what  particular  disease  they  were  by 
nature  and  choice  adapted  to  study,  and  make  that  disease  their  specialty, 
their  practice  would  be  attended  with  the  best  result.  Unfortunately, 
there  is  in  the  profession  a  prejudice  against  specialties,  as  savoring  of 
quackery,  when,  in  reality,  the  ill  success  of  the  profession  in  particular 
cases  is  the  very  cause  of  quackery. 

In  the  legal  profession  we  find  criminal  lawyers,  commercial  lawyers, 
patent  lawyers,  conveyancy  lawyers.  I  see  no  reason  whatever  why  the 
medical  profession  should  not -have  their  specialty,  particularly  in  large 
cities. 

All  Ulcers  are  an  outlet  to  an  offensive  and  impure  matter  that  floats  in 
the  circulation  ;  and,  if  the  outlet  is  closed  before  the  offensive  matter  is 
eradicated  out  of  the  system,  it  is  sure  to  work  for  itself  another  opening. 
Therefore  be  sure,  and  doubly  assured,  that  all  the  impurities  are  cleansed 
out  of  the  body  before  you  heal  an  Ulcer. 

The  whole  body  of  man  is  only  a  system  of  channel-pipes  and  culverts. 
Every  secretion  has  its  own  appropriate  channel  ;  and  when  there  is  any 
undue  amount  of  any  of  the  secretions,  and  that  secretion  makes  itself  a 
new  outlet,  it  is  a  work  of  great  trouble  and  anxiety  to  get  it  back  into  its 
proper  channel. 

I  have  often  wondered  what  there  is  in  an  Ulcer  to  keep  it  open,  and 
then  why  does  it  not  spread  to  eat  up  the  whole  body  ?  For  any  thing  I 
can  see,  it  would  be  as  easy  for  it  to  keep  growing  or  enlarging  as  it  is  to 
remain  stationary.  The  cause  is  at  work  ;  and  what  prevents  it  spreading 
is  the  only  mystery  attending  Ulcers. 

ULCEUS  IN  GENERAL. 

SYMPTOMS. 

Ulcers  are  said  to  be  a  solution  of  continuity,  or,  in  common  English,  a 
break  in  tissues  of  the  flesh  with  a  loss  of  substance,  and  discharging  pus, 
ichor,  sanies,  sordes,  or  any  kind  of  vitiated  fluid. 
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As  there  are  several  varieties  of  Ulcers,  and  all  of  them,  requii  e  time* 
patience,  and  perseverance  to  heal  them,  I  shall  give  as  full  a  description 
of  them  as  my  limits  will  allow. 

In  treating  and  curing  of  Ulcers  I  have  had  long  experience  and  great 
success.  I  have  always  been  proud  and  thankful  for  my  success  in  treat¬ 
ing  these  diseases,  and  placed  myself  in  the  front  ranks,  because  I  have 
never  yet  failed  in  curing  an  Ulcer,  no  matter  how  chronic  it  was,  or  how 
many  years  it  had  been  running. 

SIMPLE  PURULENT  ULCER. 

SYMPTOMS. 

No.  1. _ The  leg  remains  in  its  natural  size  and  color,  without  much 

pain,  the  sore  remaining  about  the  same  for  years.  It  does  not  dischaige 
much  humor  ;  neither  does  it  smell  offensive,  unless  neglected. 

This  Ulcer  is  seldom  deep  in  the  flesh.  It  discharges  a  thin  sanious 
humor,  and  seldom  causes  any  other  inconvenience  than  requiring,  par¬ 
ticular  care  of  your  shins  when  you  are  in  a  crowd. 

CAUSE. 

The  cause  of  this  may  be  inward  or  outward  ;  sometimes  a  scratch,  or  a 
slio’ht  bruise.  You  neglect  it,  get  a  cold  in  it  ;  and  it  festeis,  and  becomes 
a  sore  ;  and  you  have  it  for  years,  healing  and  breaking  again  in  spite  of 

all  vou  can  do  for  it.

The  cure  of  this  Ulcer  is  quite  easy  and  simple.  Take  the  Medical 
Discovery  to  cleanse  your  system,  and  apply  the  Scrofula  Ointment  and 
Healino-  Ointment  to  the  sore.  Follow  this  up  until  you  are  cured. 

SYMPTOMS. 

*  No.  2  is  an  Erysipelatous  Ulcer,  a  Rupia  Ulcer,  a  Gangrene  Ulcer,  or  a 
Phagedenic  Ulcer.  The  picture  will  answer  for  all  four  of  them.  This  is 
the  Ulcer  of  Ulcers  ;  it  goes  from  your  skin  to  your  flesh,  from  your  flesh 
to  your  marrow,  from  your  marrow  to  your  heart.  It  is  the  sore  of  sores  ; 
the  dread  of  the  medical  man,  as  well  as  of  the  patient.  It  commences 
generally  in  a  small  pimple,  with  an  itching,  tingling  pain  ;  gradually 
growing  larger  and  sorer,  until  the  whole  leg  is  affected.  In  a  few  Months, 
or  perhaps  a  few  weeks,  the  skin  on  the  leg  gets  of  a  purple  oi  livei  color, 
or  reddish  brown,  shining  and  hard,  or  else  covered  with  dry  and  paiched 
scales  from  the  knee  to  the  ankle,  and  the  leg  is  generally  somewhat  with¬ 
ered;  the  Ulcer,  or  rather  Ulcers,  for  there  are  generally  two  or  three 
openings  deep  in  the  flesh,  often  exposing  the  hone.  This  Ulcer  is  always 
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foul,  and  always  contains  a  greenish,  white,  stringy  matter  ;  and  the  flesh 
is  exceedingly  painful. 

There  is  in  this  Ulcer  a  pain  different  from  that  affecting  any  part  of  the 
body :  it  is  a  dull,  gnawing,  burning  pain,  that  at  times  goes  to  your  very 
heart.  A  woman  once  described  it  to  me  as  if  a  dog  had  her  shin-bone  in 
his  mouth,  gnawing  it. 

I  once  knew  a  young  man  who  had  one  of  these  Ulcers  on  his  shin,  and, 
while  playing  ball,  was  accidentally  struck  on  the  Ulcer,  and  fell  dead  on 
the  spot. 

Dr.  Benjamin  Bell  says  that  the  Phagedenic  Ulcer,  so  called  for  its 
destroying  or  corroding  the  parts  which  it  attacks,  at  first  generally  appears 
in  the  form  of  several  small  ulcerations,  all  collected  into  larger  spots,  of 
different  sizes  and  various  figures,  with  always  more  or  less  of  an  erysi¬ 
pelatous-like  inflammation.  These  ulcerations  discharge  large  quantities  of 
thin,  sharp,  and  corrosive  matter,  which  sometimes  forms  into  small  crusts, 
that  in  a  short  time  fall  off,  but  most  frequently  is  so  thin  and  acrid  as  to 
spread  along  the  neighboring  parts,  and  these  produce  the  same  kind  of 
sores.  Though  these  excoriations,  or  Ulcers,  do  not  in  general  proceed 
farther  than  the  cutis  vera ,  yet  sometimes  the  discharge  is  so  penetrating 
and  corrosive  as  to  destroy  the  skin,  the  cellular  substance,  and  sometimes 
the  muscles  themselves. 

This  Ulcer  is  very  liable  to  become  callous,  or  the  edges  will  become 
smooth,  shining,  and  rounded,  and  become  exceedingly  painful.  The 
cause  of  the  edges  becoming  hard  and  calloused  is  either  neglect  or  im¬ 
proper  treatment.  When  this  Ulcer  breaks  out  on  the  calf  of  the  leg,  it  is 
often  accompanied  with  varicose  veins,  which  feed  the  Ulcer,  and  retard 
the  process  of  healing.  In  this  case  a  fungus  excrescence  is  often  formed 
at  the  bottom  of  the  sore,  and  is  often  the  means  of  keeping  the  sore  in 
the  same  condition  for  many  months. 

CURE. 

Now,  my  dear  friend,  you  and  I  must  go  to  work  in  real  earnest.  Here 
is  a  hard  and  difficult  task.  You  and  I  must  work  side  by  side.  I  cannot 
be  with  you  in  body  ;  but  I  shall  be  with  you  in  spirit.  Now,  make  up 
your  mind  that  I  am  standing  by  your  side  every  time  you  dress  it.  Nowv 
we  will  take  this  leg  in  its  worst  condition,  shrunken  in  size,  shrivelled  up, 
the  flesh  dry  and  parched,  and  the  skin  turned  of  a  bluish-brown  color. 
A  bufl-dog  has  got  the  shin-bone  in  his  mouth,  and  holds  fast ;  and  his  teeth 
are  working  into  the  marrow  (not  one  word  of  fancy  about  this  :  it  is 
correct  as  black  and  white  can  make  it).  Now,  in  this  case,  the  flesh  and 
skin  are  what  may  be  called  hide-bound,  and  must  be  softened  by  fomen¬ 
tations.  The  best  fomentation  for  this  purpose  is  to  take  four  ounces  of 
cicuta-leaves,  a  handful  of  wheat-bran,  and  six  large  potatoes  ;  boil  these 
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in  water  enough  to  cover  them,  until  the  potatoes  are  cooked ;  take  out 
the  potatoes,  and  apply  the  rest  to  the  leg  as  a  fomentation,  keeping  it 
wet  with  the  same  water.  You  must  do  this  every  night  for  two  weeks, 
and  as  much  through  the  day  as  you  can  :  when  it  is  not  convenient  to 
apply  the  fomentation  through  the  day,  you  will  apply  a  dressing  of  my 
Scrofula  Ointment.  At  the  end  of  two  weeks,  you  will  see  the  skin  softer, 
more  natural,  and  a  gentle  perspiration  coming  out. 

In  ninety  cases  out  of  a  hundred,  this  fermentation  will  answer  the 
purpose  ;  but  in  some  cases  you  must  change  it,  and  try  any  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  articles  :  — 

First ,  Take  common  turnip,  boil  it,  mash  it,  and  thicken  with  rye- 
meal  ;  apply  this  for  two  weeks. 

Second ,  Take  red  beet,  boil,  mash  them,  and  thicken  with  finely-pulver¬ 
ized  hardwood  charcoal,  and  apply  it  for  two  weeks. 

Third ,  Take  cranberries,  boil,  and  mash  them  in  the  water  in  which 
they  are  boiled,  and  apply  it  for  two  weeks. 

Fourth ,  Take  red  onions,  boil,  and  mash  them  in  their  own  water,  and 

apply. 

Fifth,  Take  warm  cow-manure,  spread  it  on  a  cloth,  and  apply  it  every 
night  for  two  weeks. 

I  give  you  these  fomentations  when  worse  comes  to  worse ;  but  in 
ninety  cases  in  a  hundred  the  potatoes,  bran,  and  cicuta  will  answei  the 
purpose.  You  will  remember  that  these  fomentations  are  merely  to 

soften  the  flesh  and  to  allow  a  free  circulation. 

In  a  few  days  or  weeks,  —  remember,  in  many  cases  it  will  take  weeks 
and  even  months,  —  we  will  say  in  a  few  weeks,  the  flesh  is  softer,  }  ou  can 
work  it  with  your  hand,  the  pores  are  opened,  and  the  neuralgic  pains  are 
getting  well.  We  will  say  that  you  have  had  the  Ulcer  seven  yeais,  and 
it  takes  a  month  to  get  you  in  this  state.  The  flesh  feels  better ;  the  Ulcer 
looks  more  clean  and  red  ;  it  has  not  so  many  streaks  of  greenish  and 
white  matter  running  through  it.  You  feel  better  at  heart.  You  really 
think  you  are  to  get  well.  After  seven  years  trying  this,  that,  and  the 
other,  you  have  hit  it  at  last.  'Even  the  bull-dog  does  not  bite  so  bad  as  it 
did,  and  you  feel  better  every  way.  We  are  now  entering  on  the  second 
month ,  and  it  may  be  very  possible  that  you  require  to  keep  on  with  the 
fomentations.  Of  the  two,  I  had  rather  you  would :  there  is  nothing  lost 
by  it,  and  much  may  be  gained.  In  all  my  experience,  I  never  knew  any 
thing  gained  by  hastening  the  cure  of  an  Ulcer. 

You  will  recollect,  in  all  this  progress  of  the  cure,  the  Ulcer  must  be 
well  cleansed  with  soap  and  water  every  time  you  dress  it :  any  good  hard 
soap  will  answer,  yet  castile  soap  is  the  best. 

In  some  cases,  the  leg  is  covered  with  scales,  and  it  is  difficult  to  cleanse 
it.  In  this  case  you  will  apply  a  poultice  of  ground  bay  berry-root.  1  his 
comes  fine  like  meal ;  and  a  few  fomentations  with  it  will  effectually  cure 
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or  prevent  the  scales  from  forming.  Now,  you  will  remember  that  the 
sole  object  of  these  fomentations  is  to  soften  the  flesh,  give  free  circula- 
tion  to  all  the  fluids,  als6  to  open  the  pores,  and  let  pent-up  gases  escape. 
We  are  now  entering  on  the  third  month  with  a  gradual  improvement: 
the  Ulcer  and  surrounding  assume  a  better  color ;  you  still  keep  on  dressing 
it  two  or  three  times  a  day  with  the  Scrofula  Ointment,  and  take  a  table- 
spoonful  of  the  Discovery  once  a  day.  The  Ulcer  begins  to  fill  up  a  little 
from  the  bottom ;  the  hard,  shining,  upturned  lips  are  now  getting  soft 
and  natural,  with  a  white  edge  around  it.  This  white  edcre  is  the  first 
appearance  of  returning  life.  You  will  now  see  new  granulations,  or  new 
flesh  forming,  and  every  thing  looks  healthy  ;  and  you  enter  on  the  fourth 
month  with  good  spirits,  and  continue  the  same  treatment.  It  often  hap¬ 
pens  in  this  month  that  the  Ulcer  remains  stationary ;  and  you  are  all  at 
once  disappointed,  and  remedies  seem  to  have  lost  their  effect.  This  is 
caused  by  the  leg  getting  flesh-bound  again.  Neuralgia  pains  begin  to 
torture  you ;  the  bull-dog  has  got  at  it  again.  Now,  your  only  remedy  is  to 
go  back  to  the  fomentations  again,  warm  as  you  can  bear  them.  Either 
change  the  poultices  often,  or  hold  them  over  hot  steam.  Keep  on  with 
the  poultices  for  several  days,  or  until  you  both  see  and  feel  an  improve¬ 
ment.  On  the  fifth  month,  the  Ulcer  will  take  a  sudden  start  for  the  better. 
You  will  now  apply  the  Scrofula  Ointment  three  times  one  day,  and  the 
next  day  Healing  Ointment  three  times  a  day,  and  so  on  every  alternate 
day  through  the  sixth ,  and  also  through  the  seventh  month.  The  majority 
of  Ulcers  will  be  cured  in  much  less  time,  many  of  them  in  half  the  time, 
if  you  judiciously  follow  these  directions.  I  have  given  you  in  this  case 
old  chronic,  confirmed  Ulcers,  that  have  been  running,  many  of  them, 
twenty  years,  and  were  considered  incurable.  There  may  be  many  cases 
which  require  more  than  seven  months  to  effect  a  cure.  Where  the 
system  is  vitiated,  the  blood  has  become  poor,  watery,  and  acrid,  the  whole 
system  has  to  be  done  over  again.  Now,  all  these  outward  applications 
have  their  use  in  softening  the  flesh  and  palliating  the  disease  ;  but  your 
main  relief  is  in  taking  the  Medical  Discovery.  This  will  cleanse  the 
system  of  the  acrid,  corrosive  matter  that  finds  its  way  through  the  Ulcer : 
the  blood  becomes  sweet,  and  gives  proper  nourishment  to  the  body,  and 
the  Ulcer  will  fill  up^with  new  flesh. 

Above  all  things,  do  not  be  in  too  much  hurry  in  curing  an  Ulcer,  do 
not  use  what  are  called  drying  remedies,  or  repelling  remedies,  or  any 
thing  that  will  skim  over  new  skin  over  rotten  flesh.  If  you  do,  you  may 
depend  upon  it,  it  will  put  you  back. 

Some  few  years  ago,  an  old  man  came  to  me  with  an  ulcerated  sore  leer 
and  informed  me  of  the  last  treatment  he  practised.  When  I  told  him 
that  a  man  at  his  time  of  life  ought  to  know  better,  he  replied,  “  Doctor, 
if  you  had  had  a  sore  as  long  as  I  have,  you  would  know  no  more  than  I 
do.”  I  inquired  how  long  he  had  it.  He  replied,  “  Well,  I  was  out  in  the 
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War  of  1812;  and,  after  we  beat  the  English  in  the  battle  of  Chippewa, 
we  went  down  to  a  place  called  Little  York.  I  believe  they  call  it 
.Toronto  now.  On  the  march  down,  I  fell,  and  hurt  my  shin  ;  but  you 
know,  being  a  soldier,  I  did  not  think  any  thing  of  it.  It  was  a  mere 
scratch  and  a  little  bruised.  Well,  in  k  few  days  I  got  cold  in  it,  and  it 
festered.  It  then  became  a  sore,  and  from  that  day  to  this,  it  has  never 
been  healed.  Now,  what  can  you  do  for  it  ?  ”  I  gave  the  old  veteran  a 
full  supply  of  Discovery  and  Ointment,  and  in  less  than  a  year  he  was 
perfectly  cured.  I  had  another  case  of  a  lady  who  suffered  longer  than 
he  did,  which  I  will  tell  in  its  proper  place.  This  class  of  Ulcers  is  always 
liable  to  have  the  skin  around  the  Ulcer  of  a  dark  red  or  purple  color :  in 
all  such,  this  is  caused  by  the  capillary  veins  being  congested  and  turgid. 
In  all  such  cases,  you  will  apply  the  Salt  Rheum  Ointment  freely,  rubbing 
it  thoroughly.  You  cannot  get  in  too  much  of  it :  every  hour  you  have 
to  spare  keep  rubbing,  it  in.  This  will  enlarge  the  veins,  and  allow  the 
blood  to  pass  ;  and  the  flesh  will  come  to  its  natural  color.  Remember  this 
one  thing,  that,  until  you  get  the  flesh  to  its  natural  color,  the  Ulcer  is 
always  in  danger  of  breaking  out  again.  The  circulation  is  not  good,  and 
the  flesh  is  not  sound. 

A  o’reat  deal  has  been  said  and  written  upon  compresses  and  bandages, 
—  how  tight  they  ought  to  be  worn  :  my  own  experience  is  to  do  away 
with  them  altogether,  as  doing  more  harm  than  good.  Much  has  also 
been  said  and  written  upon  the  position  of  the  limb  during  the  process  of 
curing.  Many  eminent  physicians  recommend  that  it  be  kept  in  a  hori¬ 
zontal  position,  or  resting  on  a  chair,  and  keep  it  so  as  much  as  possible 
until  cured.  Now,  my  own  experience  is,  that  these  cures  do  not  last 
long  :  they  are  merely  baby  cures.  My  practice  is  to  exercise  the  leg  ail 
you  can  bear. 

One  word  more,  not  a  drop  of  liquor  of  any  kind  is  to  be  taken  until 
the  leg  is  cured,  and  as  little  as  you  can  forever  after. 

(EDEMATOUS,  OR  SWELLED  LEO.' 

-SYMPTOMS.

We  now  come  to  what  is  called  (Edematous,  or  swelled,  ulcerated  leg. 
This  Ulcer  is  of  a  cold  nature ;  the  leg  and  foot  swell  to  an  enormous  size  ; 
the  flesh  feels  doughy  and  puffed ;  the  skin  is  never  discolored,  neither 
does  .it  itch  or  inflame  ;  the  pain  is  not  so  severe  as  in  the  last-named 
variety  :  the  condition  of  this  remains  about  the  same,  year  after  year,  with 
a  thin  sanious  fluid  oozing  from  it. 

.  CAUSE. 

The  only  cause  that  I  can  see  why  the  leg  should  swell  in  this  disease  is, 
that  the  circulation  is  cold  and  sluggish,  that  the  veins,  and  perhaps  the 
nerves,  choke,  or  get  clogged  with  some  kind  of  gluten  ;  then  a  watery  col¬ 
lection*  takes  place,  and  all  the  tissues  become  distended,  and  full  of  water; 
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the  tissues  in  the  course  of  time  become  fairly  soaked  iu  the  water,  which 
finally  works  its  way  througli  the  Ulcer;  the  whole  leg  in  this  case  becomes

SYMPTOMS.

enough  to  convince  one  of  its  malignant  nature.  This  will  eat  into  the  sub¬ 
stance  of  the  flesh,  making  a  hollow  with  clean,  smooth  sides,  something 
like  a  honeycomb.  These  ulcers  are  seldom  larger  than  youi  finger-nail, 
but  there  are  many  of  them ;  and  they  often  run  together,  and  form  one 
sore.  They  are  exceedingly  painful,  and  have  a  clear,  sharp  sting  to 
them  different  from  any  other  ulcer.  This  sting  is  bad  enough;  but  it 
does  not  go  to  the  heart,  and  somehow  it  raises  an  angry  feeling  in  the 
sufferer,  which  seems  to  counteract  the  pain.  In  this  ulcer  the  surround¬ 
ing  flesh  is  of  a  deep  red  color.  I  once  had  a  case  of  this  ulcei  wheie 
the  man  insisted  that  every  sore  produced  a  maggot;  and  really,  from  the 
smooth,  shiny  appearance  of  the  holes,  it  did  look  like  it. 

CAUSE. 

This  is  caused  by  the  blood  being  so  poor,  fairly  run  down.  European 
physicians  say  that  it  is  owing  to  a  scrofulous  disposition,  and  previous  ill¬ 
ness,  and  being  weakened  by  bad  treatment,  badly  lodged,  and  ill  fed,  and 
want  of  sufficient  clothing,  by  which  the  whole  system  becomes  vitiated. 

CUBE. 

In  this  disease,  your  main  reliance  is  on  the  Medical  Discovery  :  take 
five,  six,  or  seven  bottles,  as  the  case  may  be,  until  your  whole  system  is 
renovated,  all  the  bad  matter  worked  off,  and  every  particle  of  canker  is 
cleansed  and  purged  from  the  system.-  You  must  apply  the  Scrofula  Oint¬ 
ment  to  the  sore :  in  fact,  I  would  advise  you  to  fill  the  sores  with  the  Oint¬ 
ment.

FEVER  SORE. 

SYMPTOMS. 

This  is  merely  a  simple  common  ulcer  of  no  particular  shape  or  descrip- 
tion. 

CAUSE. 

In  all  kinds  of  fevers,  tlie  whole  system  goes  through  a  kind  of  fermen¬ 
tation  :  all  the  fluids  of  the  body  seem  to  pass  through  a  putrid  state,  more 
or  less  malignant  ;  and  the  patient’s  life  depends  on  the  amount  of  fermen¬ 
tation  and  "the  skill  of  the  physician  in  choosing  purifying  remedies. 
When  all  danger  is  past,  and  the  patient  is  getting  better,  he  becomes  care, 
less  of  himself;  and  a  sediment  of  the  fever  is  left  in  his  system,  which  lias 
lost  its  fiery  nature,  and  is  changed  to  a  slight  acrid :  this,  by  the  law  of 
gravitation,  settles  in  the  limbs,  and  forms  what  is  well  known  as  Fever 
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Sores.  This  is  merely  a  simple  ulcer,  about  tire  size  of  a  cent  and  makes 
appeaiance  near  the  ankle,  causing  a  swelling  of  the  ankle  and  leg. 

CURE. 

Physicians  have  always  discouraged  the  healing  of  these  ulcers  -  that 
they  are  an  outlet  to  some  vitiated  humor.  Dr.  Underwe  !  G  ’

CURE.

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Tie  symptoms  of  the  disease  were  a  profuse  sweating,  or  in  reality  a 
melting  of  the  body  to  death ;  death  occurring  generally  in  three  hours :

The  gases  winch 
are  raised  are  cold  and  heavy,  and  remain  in  the  stomach,  whereas  m  good

Over  heat  in  the  stomach  is 
caused  by  a  hot  vapoi  or  steam  which  arises  from  the  lower  bowels  ;  and 
instead  of  escaping  with  the  perspiration,  is,  as  it  were,  condensed  or  in¬ 
tensified  around  the  stomach,  which  in  process  of  time  breeds  a  distemper 
of  the  stomach  itself,  and  prevents  a  free  flow  of  the  gastric  juice.  There  . 
is  in  this  disease  always  something  burning  in  the  body  or  stomach,  that 
seems  to  consume  its  vitality,  causing  the  poor  sufferer  a  life  of  misery. 

Dyspepsia  is  slow  in  its  progress,  and  generally  very  little  attention  is 
paid  to  the  first  stages  of  it.  The  first  symptom  of  it  is  a  sour  and  windy 
stomach,  and  a  heaviness  after  eating  ;  in  the  course  of  a  year  or  two,  the 
appetite  is  very  uncertain,  one  day  you  can  eat  a  pound  of  pork  and  a 
quart  of  beans ;  another  day,  the  very  nicest  tidbits  go  against  you.  One 
day,  you  feel  a  cannon-ball  in  your  stomach  ;  another  day,' your  stomach  is 
quite  empty  and  hungry.  At  this  stage  of  the  disease,  the  tongue  has  got 
past  being  foul  ;  it  has  got  to  be  a  clear  vermilion  red,  with  one  or  two 
breaks  of  brown  fur  down  the  middle,  and  full  of  small  red  canker  towards 
the  roots  of  it;  the  stomach  being  the  seat  of  the  disease,  the  condition  of 
the  tongue  is  only  a  symptom.  The  coating  of  the  stomach  is  now  full  of 
small  ulcers ;  the  system  does  not  get  its  proper  nourishment ;  you  get  thin 
and  emaciated,  gloomy  and  dejected ;  the  nervous  system  is  quite  unstrung ; 
you  have  been  through  with  the  regular  faculty,  and  you  take  to 
patent  medicines,  and  you  wish  the  Old  Nick  had  us”  all.  When  you  get 
to  this  condition  (and  indeed  this  is  the  final  condition  of  all  dyspeptics), 

you  have  not  a  moment  to  lose  ;  fly  to  Kennedy’s  Medical  Discovery  as 
your  only  relief.

Pood,  when  digested,  goes  to  form  the  various  elements  of  the  body,  — 
part  into  bone,  part  into  flesh,  and  part  into  fat ;  the  mass  of  the  food  is 
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operated  upon  in  the  stomach  by  the  gastric  juices,  is  fermented  and  dis¬ 
solved,  and  then  it  is  passed  into  the  lower  stomach,  there  to  be  sublimated, 
and  passed  through  a  second  process  of  dissolving,  by  being  acted  upon  by 
the  gall  ;  the  nourishing  part,  the  essential  and  spiritual  part,  of  the  mass 
is  now  taken  up  by  the  various  suckers  to  be  distributed  through  the  sys¬ 
tem  ]  the  refuse  is  passed  into  the  bowels,  to  be  expelled  accoiding  to  the 
laws  of  nature.  The  tortuous  winding  of  this  passage  makes  it  liable  to 
get  gorged,  and  a  free  passage  of  the  refuse  is  thus  prevented  :  this  condi¬ 
tion  is  the  cause  of  a  great  amount  of  disease,  as,  by  too  great  a  putrefac¬ 
tion  of  the  refuse  in  the  intestines,  a  fever  is  raised,  and  a  steam  is 
produced  in  the  bowels  which  acts  upon  the  whole  system,  and  impregnates 
it  more  or  less  with  a  vitiated  gas  ;  and  this  vitiated  gas  gives  an  unhealthy 
tone  to  the  whole  body,  because  it  infuses  itself  into  our  very  being.  The 
mouths  of  the  sucker,  which  take  up  the  nourishment  intended  for  the 
body,  get  withered  and  dry,  and  unable  to  perform  theii  functions,  and,  if 
this  condition  continues  long,  good  health  is  gone  forever. 

The  question  now  is,  what  is  the  best  remedy  to  restore  the  system,  as 
there  are  two  causes  for  this  ;  first,  a  deficient  action  of  the  liver,  which 
does  not  secrete  bile  enough  to  soften  the  mass  ;  second,  a  constitutional 
tendency  to  dryness  of  the  bowels,  an  inward  fever  of  the  lower  bowels, 
which  causes  the  mass  to  become  too  hard  to  be  expelled. 

The  first  of  these  causes  is  remedied  by  the  Discovery  :  it  seems  to  act 
upon  the  liver  as  a  specific,  invigorating  every  nerve  of  it,  atid  enabling  it

This 
is  one  of  the  best  remedies  to  restore  torpid  bowels  to  their  functions. 


SICK-HEADACHE.

What  a  prolific  subject  to  describe  !  Every  one  has  a  headache  of  his 
own,  and  no  two  are  alike.  One  has  it  in  the  temples,  anothei  in  the 
eyes,  another  in  the  nose,  another  in  the  forehead,  another  in  the  crown, 
another  in  the  back  of  the  head,  another  has  a  nervous  headache,  and 
another  has  a  sun  headache.

A  “  spell,”  as  it  is  called,  of 
S.ck-Headache  lasts  three  or  four  hours  ;  and,  in  some  cases,  it  seems  as  if 
the  fumes  winch  ascended  to  the  head  were  distilled  or  condensed,  and  re¬ 
urn  agam  to  the  stomach,  causing  severe  vomiting:  this  gives  instant  relief, 
and  the  patient  soon  goes  on  with  her  usual  occupation.  It  is  most  singular 
how  quick  a  woman  gets  over  a  bad  “spell  ”  of  Sick-Head, iche.  In  this

d,  it  you  have  any  regard  for  your  friend,  you  will  bear  with  all  his 
oddities  without  even  a  cross  look. 

In  this  disease,  out-door  exercise  is  one  of  the  best  remedies  Tall  to 

see  your  old  friends  often  ;  do  not  mind  new  ones  at  this  time  ;  talk  over 
old  times  ;  make  yourself  as  young  as  possible. 


thrush.' 

Commonly  called  Canker  of  the  Mouth  and  Stomach. 

CAUSE. 

This  disease  is  caused  by  an  accumulation  of  acrid  and  corrosive  secre- 
,ons  through  the  system.  This  and  inward  Erysipelas  are  the  cause  rf 
more  acute  diseases  than  all  others  put  together.  * 

SYMPTOMS. 

This  disease  manifests  itself  in  very  small  pimples  on  the  toimne  The 
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to  have  a  fit,  the  patient  has  to  be  particularly  careful  to  avoid  all  high- 
spiced  and  smoked  food  ;  all  sorts  of  pickles  aggravate  the  disease. 

The  patient  is  afflicted  with  faintness,  loss  of  appetite,  a  languid  feeling, 
and  life  seems  a  burden  to  him  not  worth  having ;  the  strength  of  the 
body  is  wasting,  and  the  mind  becomes  exceedingly  peevish  ;  it  seems*  as 
if  the  nerves  that  connect  the  mind  and  the  body  were  really  filled  with 
the  acrid  lymph  of  the  Canker,  and  actually  souring  the  mind. 

Now,  my  good  friend,  do  have  pity  upon  every  one  afflicted  with 
Canker :  you  eat  your  three  good  meals  per  day,  and  are  benefited  to  the 
full  extent  of  your  expectation,  while  your  afflicted  friend  eats,  but  is  not 
nourished,  as  the  acid  juices  ferment  in  the  stomach,  and  the  food  is  turned 
sour. 


CUKE. 


It  is  a  singular  fact,  that,  previous  to  the  introduction  of  Kennedy’s  Med¬ 
ical  Discovery,  no  real  cure  has  been  known  for  this  disease  ;  no,  nothing 
in  any  way  reliable  was  known.

An  erroneous  idea  prevails 
very  generally,  that  the  Piles  are  caused  by  humors :  this  is  not  the  case  in 
any  one  instance. 

The  Bleeding  Piles  are  caused  by  swelling  of  the  hemorrhoid  veins,  from 
some  cause  not  well  understood ;  and,  in  former  times,  the  sudden  suppres¬ 
sion  of  them  was  greatly  dreaded.  These  notions  have  passed  away  q  and 

■s'  '  y  : 
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they  are  now  regarded  as  a.  painful  and  disagreeable  complaint,  the  cure  of 
which  should  never  be  delayed.

The  Blind  Piles  are  caused  by  the  formation  of  small  kernels,  from  the 
size  of  a  currant  to  that  of  a  cherry,  sometimes  in  bunches  extending  up¬ 
wards,  and  accompanied  with  costiveness  and  inflammation.  As  a  general 
thing,  this  disease  causes  more  excruciating  pain,  misery,  and  wretchedness 
of  feeling,  than  any  known  disease  ;  in  fact,  life  is  a  perfect  burden,  and, 
during  the  paroxysm  of  pain,  would  be  yielded  up  by  the  sufferer  with 
very  little  reluctance. 

Unfortunately,  there  is  a  delicacy  in  mentioning  this  disease  ;  and  many 
a  poor  woman  has  pined  away  her  life,  and  not  a  half-dozen  of  her  neigh¬ 
bors  ever  knew  what  was  the  matter  with  her.  • 

In  general  practice,  the  Blind  and  Bleeding  Piles  require  directly  opposite 
treatment.  How  it  is  that  both  kinds  yield  to  the  Medical  Discovery  I 
cannot  explain  to  you  ;  but  so  it  is  :  a  few  bottles  will  cure  the  worst  cases.

BOILS. 

Boils  are  an  effort  of  Nature  to  throw  off  some  offensive  matter  from  the 
system  ;  and,  instead  of  being  kept  floating  in  the  circulation,  it  settles,  and 
the  matter  comes  to  a  head,  and  is  discharged  on  the  surface.  Some  years, 
Boils  are  almost  an  epidemic,  almost  everybody  has  them,  and  they  come 
in  crops,  one  crop  following  another  for  months  :  now,  instead  of  grumbling, 
which  every  one  does  that  has  Boils,  you  ought  to  be  thankful  they  have 
come  to  the  surface,  and  you  must  do  all  in  your  power  to  nourish  them, 
cherish  them,  and  ripen  them  ;  and  there  is  nothing  better  than  bread-and- 
milk  poultices.  On  the  first,  appearance  of  Boils,  you  will  take  two  or 
three  bottles  of  Kennedy's  Medical  Discovery,  and  it  will  eradicate  every 
particle  of  the  humor  out  of  your  system. 

CARBUNCLES. 

These  live  and  grow,  and  come  to  a  head,  -^-in  every  thing  like  a  Boil, 
except  they  are  more  severe  and  painful  ;  and  when  they  open,  they  open 
with  three,  four,  or  more  little  holes :  whereas  a  Boil  has  one. 
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Persons  affected  with  Neuralgia  and  Sciatica  are  subject  to  Carbuncles, 
as  if  the  venom  of  this  disease  was  at  last  spending  itself  in  these  outlets. 
Every  thing  must  be  done  to  keep  Carbuncles  open,  and  let  the  matter  run 
out.  Onion-poultices,  pond-lily-poultices,  and  fig-poultices  are  among  th@ 
best. 

Carbuncles  on  the  body,  particularly  on  the  spine,  if  they  do  not  come 
to  a  head,  are  dangerous,  as  the  poison  in  them  is  very  malignant,  and 

when  it  recedes,  and  mixes  with  the  circulation,  often  causes  serious  trouble  : 

*  ' 

therefore  leave  nothing  untried  to  brum  it  to  a  head. 

For  a  malignant  Carbuncle,  or  French  Boil,  as  some  call  them,  the  very 
best  application  that  you  can  make  is  to  take  wood  soot  (two  ounces),  sour 
yeast  batter,  Venice  turpentine,  fine  salt,  castile  soap,  and  the  yolk  of 
three  eggs  ;  make  this  into  a  paste,  and  apply  it  three  times  a  day. 

VACCINATION. 

I  have  seen  so  much  humor  from  impure  matter  used  in  vaccination, 
that  I  am  far  from  considering  it  so  great  a  blessing  to  mankind  as  some  do. 
I  speak  from  actual  and  practical  experience  —  it  is  the  cause  of  more 
bad  humors  than  all  and  every  thing  put  together.  If  my  pen  was 
eloquent,  that  I  could  describe  to  you  the  cases  of  vaccinated  humors  that 
I  cured,  the  weeks  and  months  and  years  they  were  suffering,  it  would 
make  your  heart  ache,  and,  what  is  worst  of  all,  through  gross  carelessness. 

Look  at  the  system  of  vaccination  in  Boston :  it  is  helter-skelter,  first 
come,  first  served ;  and  no  doubt  every  other  large  city  is  equally  bad.  In 
the  name  of  God  and  love  to  your  children,  never  have  them  vaccinated 
with  matter  that  comes  from  any  large  city ;  question  your  physician 
closely  where  the  matter  came  from  :  duty  to  your  child  demands  that  you 
use  every  care  that  the  poison  be  pure.  Whatever  the  nature  of  it  is,  is 
as  yet  past  finding  out ;  but  that  it  is  a  poison  is  past  all  argument.  For 
instance, nvhat  a  change  the  whole  system  undergoes  from  the  quantity  im¬ 
pregnated  !  The  quantity  is  hardly  enough  for  a  mosquito  to  carry  on  her 
hill,  yet  see  what  a  wonderful  change  the  whole  system  undergoes  while 
the  poison  is  going  round  its  vitals  ;  it  is  in  every  sense  of  the  word  worse 
than  the  poison  of  the  rattlesnake.  If  you  get  over  that,  it  leaves  no  bad 
effect  after  it,  but  not  so  with  vaccination  ;  no  matter  how  careful  parents 
arse  of  the  health  of  their  children  ;  wholesome  food,  aired  chambers,  wash¬ 
ing  and  scrubbing  them  every  Saturday  night,  —  which  are  all  very  good, 
and  to  be  highly  recommended  as  a  Christian  duty,  — yet  one  minim  carried 
on  the  point  of  a  quill-pen  spoils  all,  as  the  point  of  the  quill  does  in  more 
ways  than  in  vaccination.  Perhaps  you  will  say  I  bear  too  hard  on  a  theory 
which  has  been  lauded  to  the  sky  by  physicians  of  every  nation ;  perhaps  I 
do ;  perhaps  you  do  not  believe  a  word  of  what  I  say ;  I  do  not  care  the 
turn-up  of  a  cent  whether  you  do  or  not. 
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CATARRH. 

Catarrh  is  caused  by  a  cold,  sluggish  state  of  the  system,  brought  on  by 
a  coldness  of  the  liver,  and  want  of  vital  heat.  It  is  commonly  called  an 
increase  of  mucous  secretion  brought  on  by,  or  as  the  effect  of,  cold  on  the 
system.  This  phlegm  is  the  settlings  or  grounds  or  sediment  of  the  per¬ 
spiration.  The  body  lacks  vital  heat  to  digest  or  dissolve  it  to  enable  it  to 
escape  through  the  skin  :  consequently,  it  makes  the  whole  round  of  th® 
circulation,  and  is  at  last  expelled  by  the  nose,  or  more  commonly  it  fall# 
into  the  throat  by  the  palate  or  salivary  glands,  producing  a  very  disagreea¬ 
ble  sensation,  —  bad  breath,  bad  teeth,  sickness  and  nausea  at  the  stomach  ; 
in  some  cases  vomiting  up  clear  phlegm,  in  other  cases,  the  phlegm  is  acted 
on  by  the  bile  in  the  stomach,  and  turned  to  corrupt  humor,  and  vomited  in 
this  state. 

When  catarrh  is  of  long  continuance,  it  seems  to  work  for  itself  new 
channels  in  the  system,  and  many  of  the  old  ones  are  closed  :  this  causes 
great  lethargy  and  weakness  in  a  patient. 

Now,  the  first  effort  towards  a  cure  is  to  open  these  culverts,  valves,  and 
channels  that  have  been  closed,  and  allow  every  secretion  to  go  in  its  own 
proper  channel. 

Among  all  the  remedies  presented  for  chronic  catarrh,  none  are  so 
effectual  as  Kennedy’s  Medical  Discovery. 

Its  first  effect  is  to  force  its  way  through  every  nerve  and  vein,  expel¬ 
ling  every  foreign  substance  that  stands  in  its  way,  until  every  channel  of 
the  body  is  in  a  healthy  state. 

Rnt  as  the  liver  in  this  disease  has  been  so  long  in  a  cold,  phlegmatic 
state,  I  would  particularly  recommend  that  the  patient  drink  a  cup  of 
warm  aromatic,  comforting  herb-tea.  Among  the  aromatic  herbs  that  are 
comforting  to  the  liver,  I  would  recommend  Thyme  and  Sweet  Marjoram  : 
either  of  these  drank  two  or  three  times  a  day  will  have  a  most  beneficial 
effect. 

A  long  continuance  of  this  disease  sometimes  affects  the  spinal  marrow, 
causing  pain  in  back  of  ,the  neck  and  on  spinal  column.  In  this  case,  I 
always  recommend  a  teaspoonful  of  mustard-seed  boiled  in  a  pint  of  pure 
olive-oil,  and  the  spinal  column  well  rubbed  with  this  oil  every  night,  par¬ 
ticularly  back  of  the  neck.  When  this  is  followed  up ,  and  four  or  five  bottles 
of  the  Discovery  taken ,  I  never  yet  knew  it  fail  of  making  a  perfect  cure .

I  was 
repeatedly  urged  to  make  known  the  virtues  of  the  Discovery  in  that  par¬ 
ticular  disease.  I  invariably  replied,  that  the  Discovery  was  intended  and 
got  up  to  cure  humors  ;  and,  if  its  virtues  were  so  great,  one  woman  would 
always  tell  another  of  it.

My  own  opinion,  if  it  is  worth  giving,  is  that  stoves  and  hot-air  furnaces 
are  the  principal  causes  :  living  continually  in  hot  air  causes  a  relaxation 
of  the  fibres,  and  the  system  becomes  like  a  hot-house  plant. 

One  thin is  certain,  if  our  daughters’  grand-daughters  shall  degenerate 
as  much  as  our  daughters  have  from  their  grandmothers,  whoever  lives  to 


see  it  will  see  sickly  times.

With  it  there  is,  however,  one  very  great  drawback,  you  can  get  it  for 
nothing  :  if  it  was  worth  a  dollar  an  ounce,  you  would  have  it,  by  hook  or  by 
crook. 

If  this  book  was  published  at  a  set  price,  like  other  medical  books,  I 
could,  with  propriety,  enter  into  all  details  of  the  disease,  and  give  much 
valuable  information.  A  very  erroneous  idea  prevails  as  to  the  seat  and 
location  of  this  disease,  and,  until  a  very  few  years  ago,  a  wrong  opinion  of 
the  very  nature  of  it.  One  of  the  most  instructive  discourses  I  ever  lis¬ 
tened  to  was  while  sitting  in  the  cars,  going  from  Springfield  to  Albany. 
Two  physicians  sat  in  the  seat  in  front  of  me  ;  one  very  aged,  but  active, 
the  other  young,  and  in  the  prime  of  life,  just  returned  from  finishing  his 
medical  education  in  Paris.  The  old  physician  was  deploring  the  degen¬ 
eracy  of  the  present  generation,  and  stated, .that,  in  his  younger  days,  such 
a  state  of  the  system  was  almost  unknown,  while  at  the  present  day  it  was 
almost  universal.  The  young  man  was  high  in  his  praise  of  French 
instruments  and  supporters;  while  the  old  one  preferred  a  general  course  of 
tonics. 

From  the  almost  universal  prevalence  of  this  complaint,  it  is  evident  that 
a  great  change  has  taken  place  within  a  few  years.  In  Holland,  where  the 
climate  is  moist  and  the  land  marshy  and  low,  and  stoves  have  always  been 
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in  constant  use  for  centuries,  we  find  this  disease  universal.  Since  the  in¬ 
troduction  of  stoves  in  New  England,  we  find  the  same  melancholy  result. 

As  I  said  before,  a  very  general  and  erroneous  idea  prevails  in  regard 
to  locality.  The  seat  of  the  disease  was  supposed  to  be  the  loins  and  small 
of  the  back ;  whercds  this  is  only  a  secondary  symptom. 

The  disease  is  a  general  dissolution  or  melting  of  the  solids,  a  want  of 
agglutenation  or  adhesion  in  the  fibre  of  the  flesh  ;  the  body  becomes  !oosef 
lax,  and  flabby  ;  a  want  of  life  and  energy  ;  in  one  word,  a  melting  of  & 
part  of  the  powers  of  life, — mot  of  any  particular  part  or  fibre,  but  of  the 
whole.  This  melted  gluten  will  often  make  the  circulation  of  the  whole 
body  with  the  other  circulating  fluids,  perhaps  several  times,  until  at  last  it 
finds  a  natural  outlet ;  and  a  constant  discharge  affects  the  neighboring 
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parts  with  weakness  and  pain. 

It  is  evident  enough  from  the  general  lassitude  and  languor  of  the  system 
during  this  melting  or  dissolving  of  its  life,  that  it  loses  a  very  essential 
and  vital  principle,  which  is  absoluely  necessary  to  support  the  powers  of 
life. 

It  becomes  the  first  duty  of  tlie  physician  to  arrest  the  progress  of  the 
disease,  and  supply  a  remedy  that  restores  the  system  to  its  proper  vitality.

I  would  also 
advise  you  to  drink  freely  of  every  herb  that  forms  a  mucilage,  and  feels 
tart  or  puckery  in  the  mouth :  these  herbs  have  always  formed  the  basis  of 
all  female  restoratives  that  are  sold.  Among  them  are  Comfrey,  Slippery 
Elm,  Gum  Arabic,  Seeds  of  Pumpkins,  Squash,  Melons,  Solomon-Seal  Roots, 
Marsh  Mallows,  and  the  common  field  Mallows,  or  what  the  children  call 
Cheeses  ;  nothing  better  growing,  common  Plantain,  Yarrow,  &c. ;  these 
herbs  are  what  is  called  vulnerary,  or  healing  by  their  glutenous  nature, 
and  may  be  freely  used. 
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Strong  injections  are  particularly  objectionable  in  this  disease,  as  by  their 
astrino-ency  they  close  the  veins,  and  repel  the  humot,  causing  it  to  settle 
somewhere  else  or  find  some  other  outlet.  This  has  been  the  cause  of  a 
vast  amount  of  misery.  When  the  blood  is  sweetened  and  the  bowels  well 
evacuated,  then  weak  injections,  such  as  wash  of  Sumac- tops,  Oak  Bark, 
Wild-Cherry  Bark,  or  Willow  Bark,  and  Wild  Indigo  are  perfectly  safe  and 
commendable.

As  the  term  “  lymph  ”  may  not  be  understood  by  all  my  patients,  it 
will  be  well  to  state,  that  it  is  the  water  raised  by  Spanish-fly  blister,  and 
is  in  its  nature  caustic  or  acrid. 

Common  as  Nursing  Sore  Mouth  is,  and  excruciating  as  are  the  suffer- 
ings  caused  by  it,  and  thousands  of  infants  have  to  be  weaned  before  their 
time  on  account  of  it,  yet  no  remedy  was  ever  known  to  relieve  it,  even 
the  slightest,  except  a  gargle  of  gold-thread  and  horax. 

Many  a  loving  and  affectionate  mother,  unable  to  swallow  nourishing 
food,  has  lived  upon  slops,  —  cold  tea,  and  cracker,  and  such  like, — -and 
ruined  her  own  health,  for  the  sake  of  nursing  her  infant.

I 
have  seen  the  wife  accusing  the  husband,  and  the  husband  accusing  the 
wife,  of  unreasonableness  and  obstinacy,  each  one  thinking  himself  the 
injured  party,  when  a  few  words  of  explanation  would  make  it  all 
smooth.”  I  asked  my  friend  for  the  symptoms  of  this  state  ;  but  she 
could  not  give  me  much  insight  into  it,  only  that  any  woman  could  tell  it 
in  the  case  of  her  own  husband  by  noticing  his  peculiarities,  and  how 
different  he  was  from  what  he  used  to  be. 

I  got  very  much  interested  in  this  to  me  new  theory,  and  went  to  a 
spiritual  medium,  who  is  controlled  by  one  of  the  good  old  doctors  of 
Boston,  and  told  him  of  my  new-found  light,  and  asked  his  opinion  of  it, 
and  what  light  he  could  give  on  the  subject.  The  spirit  told  me  the  change 
took  place  exclusively  in  the  nervous  system ;  that  man  at  this  period 
arrived  at  his  state  of  perfection,  or  the  perfection  of  his  manhood  ;  and, 
after  remaining  in  that  state  for  a  few  years,  he  then  began  to  decline,  and 
the  process  of  declining  consisted  of  contracting  of  the  nervous  system  ; 
there  is  a  withering  and  shrinking  of  the  nerves,  Ins  ideas  do  not  flow  as 
freely  from  his  brain  to  his  mind  as  they  did,  and  they  are  thrown  back  on 
himself,  and  set  him  brooding  on  himself ;  he  then  gets  nervous  and  fretful, 
is  suspicious,  has  what  he  calls  the  blues.  The  friends  of  a  lifetime  are 
cast  aside,  and  he  listens  to  strangers;  he  will  wander  from  home  without 
any  known  object,  and  it  is  called  aberration  of  mind.  Men  who  have 
been  examples  of  morality  and  virtue  all  their  life  will  now  do  the  most 
unaccountable  things,  and  utterly  at  variance  with  their  former  life  and 
conduct.  After  raising  a  family  and  living  in  harmony  with  his  wife  up  to 
forty-five  or  fifty,  they  begin  to  quarrel,  and  the  one  looks  on  the  other 
with  suspicion,  and  are  often  separated,  and  all  for  want  of  a  little  knowl¬ 
edge  of  themselves. 

The  spirit  went  on  in  this  style  for  some  time,  and  said,  u  Now,  doctor, 
you  must  publish  this  to  the  world  :  it  may  save  many  a  poor  woman  from 
a  broken  heart  and  a  broken  family.”  I  replied,  that  it  was  all  new  to 
me,  and  I  was  afraid  to  touch  it ;  that  some  physician  who  stood  high  in 
the  profession  ought  to  be  the  first  to  break  ground.  Tiie  spirit  replied, 
u  Doctor,  do  you  know  that  you  have  got  more  of  a  hold  on  the  minds  of 
the  people  in  these  United  States  than  any  other  man  in  it  ?  ”  I  replied, 
I  did  not.  The  spirit  then  said,  “  You  have  ;  and  people  will  believe 
any  thing  you  say.”  I  replied  to  this,  u  Then  I  must  be  very  careful  what 
I  do  say.”  The  spirit  replied,  u  You  must  be  very  careful  of  what  you 
say  \  and  I  say  this  as  a  truth,  of  which  every  man  of  sixty  years  of  age 
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will  confirm  all  you  say.  Mind  me,  I  do  not  say  that  every  man  quarrels 
with  his  wife  and  leaves  her ;  but  I  do  say  that  there  is  a  nervous  change 
that  every  man  is  conscious  of  when  he  looks  back.  Look  at  the  boy 
during  puberty,  what  an  important  and  critical  time  to  guide  him  through 
and  make  a  man  of  him  !  it  is  equally  important  during  the  second  change 
to  guide  the  man.  Now,  doctor,  another  thing  I  wish  to  say  to  you  is  this, 
that  no  man  who  has  led  an  exemplary  life  up  to  this  period  ought  to  be 
dealt  hard  with,  or  even  punished,  for  any  little  fault  he  may  commit  during 
this  period,  as  he  is  not  always  himself.

To  this  I  replied,  “  Well,  spirit,  all  that  is  very  good  ;  now,  where  is  the 
remedy?  where  does  Kennedy’s  Medical  Discovery  come  ?

When  you  cannot 
sleep,  you  may  drink  valerian-tea,  or  hop-tea,  or  catnip-tea,  or  you  can 
have  a  Ifop-pillow  under  your  head.  During  this  time,  man  is  very 
notional  about  his  food :  give  him  whatever  he  relishes.” 

I  now  thanked  the  spirit  for  his  information  ;  and,  promising  to  publish 
it,  took  my  departure,  and  on  my  way  home  met  a  Baptist  clergyman,  and 
related  my  interview  with  the  spirit ;  and  he,  kind  man,  without  giving  any 
credit  to  the  spirit,  thought  there  might  be  something  in  it.  He  said  in 
conversation  with  old  Dr.  Sharp  of  Charles  Street,  that  Dr.  Sharp  told 
him  that  there  was  nothing  in  his  whole  ministry  that  surprised  him  so 
much  as  to  see  men  and  their  wives  raise  a  family  of  children,  and  then, 
at  the  age  of  forty  to  fifty,  begin  to  quarrel.  The  spirit’s  theory  may  be 
correct,  after  all :  it  certainly  accounts  for  much  that  is  otherwise  un¬ 
accountable.

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COMMON  SORE  EYES. 

CAUSE. 

This  is  caused  by  a  sudden  cold,  a  checking  of  the  perspiration,  and  a 
bad  condition  of  the  blood  generally ;  the  disease  becomes  so  virulent  as 
to  become  an  epidemic. 

SYMPTOMS. 

There  is  a  grievous  pain  in  the  whole  body  of  the  eye,  and  the  lids  are 
inflamed  ;  the  eyes  feel  as  if  they  were  filled  with  sand,  with  a  copious 
flow  of  tears  and  an  intolerance  of  light,  with  a  wish  always  to  keep  the 
head  lying  on  the  knees. 

CUKE. 

The  Medical  Discovery  must  be  taken  in  this  disease  to  clean  out  all  the 
tfcrid  and  sour  matter  of  the  system.  As  an  application  to  the  eyes,  I  have 
never  found  any  thing  better  than  Kennedy’s  Eye  Water,  bathing  the  eyes 
with  it  three  times  a  day.

It  is  caused  by  a  scrofulous  constitution  of  the  body, 
and,  settling  in  the  eyes,  is  often  the  result  of  had  management  in  getting 
over  the  Measles  and  Scarlet  Fever. 

SYMPTOMS. 

The  pain  in  the  head  is  always  very  severe  ;  the  eyes  are  swollen  and 
hot,  with  severe  darting  pains  running  into  the  head ;  the  eyelids  are 
often  inflamed  and  swollen,  with  a  discharge  of  purulent  matter,  which  in 
the  morning  has  to  he  washed  off  to  enable  the  patient  to  open  his  eyes* 
Space  will  not  allow  me  to  go  into  all  the  symptoms  of  this  disease. 

CUKE. 

Nothing  can  be  more  surprising  than  the  complete  control  the  Medical

Persons  of  a  constitutional  bad  breath  are  of  a  greasy  skin,  with  heavy, 
unmeaning  eyes,  complexion  of  a  greenish  sallow  :  if  they  are  not  really 
sick,  they  are  not  absolutely  well.  None  of  these  symptoms  refer  to  a  foul 
stomach  or  foul  teeth.

In  this  cage,  the  whole  system  needs  regenerating.  All  old  and  offensive 

matter  must  be  expelled  out  of  the  channels  and  culverts,  and  a  free  and 
easy  circulation  created  ;  in  ordinary  cases,  three  bottles  of  Discovery  will 
keep  the  oxygen  and  carbonic  gas  in  an  equilibrium  for  a  whole  year.

An  application  of  tincture  of  Iodine, 
and  two  or  three  bottles  of  Medical  Discovery,  will  always  cure  this  kind 
of  swelling. 

But  when  the  swelling  is  hard,  and  feels  like  a  bunch  of  rope-yarns 
twisted  and  knotted  together,  then  I  know  of  nothing  that  will  do  you  any 
good  except  Kennedy’s  Scattering  Liniment.

In  1812,  iodine  was  discov¬ 
ered,  and  its  effect  as  a  scattering  medicine  soon  established  :  this  was  a 
great  discovery,  and  on  fleshy,  pulpy,  soft,  and  spongy  swellings  it  is  the 
best  thing  you  can  use.  It  is  not  now  held  in  such  high  repute  as  for- 
merely,  as  a  free  use  of  it  has  a  very  bad  effect  on  the  genital  organs :  it  is 
a  mystery  how  it  acts ;  but  the  fact  is  well  established.

WORMS. 

There  are  three  hinds  of  worms  that  infest  the  human  system,  — the 
stomach-worm,  the  tape-worm,  and  the  pin- worm.  It  is  difficult  to  assign 
a  cause  for  the  existence  of  worms  in  the  system.  Some  say  bad  water, 
crude  and  indigestible  vegetables,  unripe  fruit,  drinking  surface  water  or 
rain  water:  all  these  may  induce  a  state  favorable  to  the  breeding  of 
worpis  ;  but  we  often  find  them  where  these  causes  do  not  exist.

The  fits  caused  by  worms  ai  e  diffid¬ 
ent  from  epileptic  fits  in  this,  that  the  sufferer  is  always  aware  that  he  is  to 
have  a  fit,  and  has  some  recollection  of  it  when  it  is  over  ;  whereas  in 
epilepsy  the  fit  commences  in  the  brain,  and  all  consciousness  is  obliterated. 

The*  symptoms  of  a  stomach-worm  is  a  ravenous  appetite :  when  the 
stomach  is  empty,  the  worm  is  restless,  often  biting  the  stomach  itself,  caus¬ 
ing  a  most  excruciating  and  nervous  feeling;  at  other  times  he  thrashes 
with  his  tail,  causing  a  trembling  and  faintness ;  and  the  idea  that  you  have 

something  alive  in  you  is  any  thing  but  pleasant. 

All  that  have  worms  of  any  kind  are  always  nervous,  peevish,  and  fret¬ 
ful  ;  why  it  is  so  I  cannot  tell,  unless  the  worms  consume  the  finer  and 
most  ethereal  parts  that  go  to  make  up  the  nervous  fluid,  causing  a 

deficiency  of  that  most  important  secietion. 

The  broad  tape-worm  always  infests  the  intestines,  seldom  moving : 
some  of  these  are  of  enormous  length.  Dr.  Richardson  of  Boston  had  a 
patient  who  passed  a  tape-worm  thirty-six  feet  in  length.  The  tape-woim 
grows  by  joints,  and  unless  the  whole  is  expelled  at  once  it  soon  grows 

again.  This  worm  seems  to  live  by  suction,  and  takes  up  the  most  nour¬ 
ishing  part  of  the  food  ;  always  causing  a  leanness  of  the  body,  taking 
away  the  healthy  color  of  the  face :  the  nostrils  are  pinched,  also  causing  a 
hollowness  of  the  nostrils,  as  if  the  roots  of  the  upper  teeth  caved  in  ;  tho 
eyes  have  lost  their  lustre,  and  look  dull  and  heavy,  and  often,  as  it  were, 
quivering,  and  a  great  anxiety  of  mind;  the  skin  is  dry  and  parched. 
This  worm  makes  more  of  an  inroad  on  the  constitution  than  any  other, 
on  account  of  its  taking  up  the  milky  and  most  nourishing  part  of  our 
food,  and  may  remain  in  the  system  for  months  or  years  without  its  pres¬ 
ence  being  suspected. 
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PIN-WORMS. 

_  TIlese  are  always  in  the  colon  and  anus,  and  in  children  often  come  out¬ 
side  without  any  operation  of  the  bowels.  It  has  always  been  supposed 
that  medicine  given  for  pin-worms  lost  its  effect  before  it  reached  the  seat 
of  the  disease,  and  that  the  cure  of  pin-worms  was  impossible. 

It  may  seem  out  of  place  in  me  to  recommend  a  medicine  that  was

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POISONED  WITH  IVY  AND  DOG-WOOD. 

So  far  as  I  know,  these  are  the  only  two  vegetables  in  our  country  that 
communicate  poison  by  handling  them  :  both  these  are  growing  plentifully 
in  all  parts  of  our  country,  and  are  now  used  extensively  in  medical  prepara¬ 
tions.  All  are  not  alike  affected  by  these  bushes.  I  have  seen  some  boys 
and  men  handle  them,  and  lash  themselves  with  the  branches,  while  others 
are  poisoned  by  walking  on  the  road  where  these  grow  on  the  side  of  it.

TIkT  symptoms  of  this  disease  are  inflammation  and  swelling  of  the 
parts  affected  ;  and,  in  severe  cases,  the  skin  is  raised  in  large  blisters,  ac¬ 
companied  with  great  fever,  and  general  latitude  of  the  whole  system  ; 
and  it  takes  several  weeks  for  the  system  to  recover  its  tone  ;  and  I  have 
seen  many  who  said  their  system  was  so  poisoned  with  it,  that  they  never 
recovered  their  health  until  they  took  several  bottles  of  Medical  Discovery.

DISEASES  OF  THE  LITER.

of  the  liver,  and  to  state  the  diseases  for  which  it  is  applicable. 

No  organ  of  the  human  system  is  of  more  importance  than  the  liver; 
and  certainly  no  organ  is  more  liable  to  disease  ;  and  most  certainly  no 
organ  is  more  thoroughly  quacked. 

In  present  practice,  the  liver  is  made  a  scapegoat,  of ;  and  all  the 
diseases  of  the  system  are  in  some  way  or  other  attributed  to  it.  The 
liver  is  liable  to  disease  in  eight  different  ways.  Some  of  them  are  rather 
the  effect  than  a  cause,  and  had  better  not  be  divided. 

1st,  Hot ;  2J,  Cold  ;  3d,  Inflammation  ;  4th,  Ulcers  ;  5th,  Obstruction  ; 
6th,  Jaundice  ;  7th,  Scirrhus,  or  Hardness  ;  8th,  Dropsy. 

1st,  A  hot  liver .  Some  have  a  hot  distemper  of  the  liver  from  birth, 
and,  of  course,  cannot  be  wholly  cured.  All  that  can  be  done  is  to  allay 
the  heat.  Your  best  remedy  for  this  is  cooling  herbs,  such  as  Succory, 
Endive,  Dandelion,  and  Buglos,  drank  freely. 

The  sign  of  a  hot  liver  is  a  loathing  of  food,  dryness  and  costiveness 
of  the  bowels,  heat  of  the  palms  of  the  hands  and  soles  of  the  feet,  and  a 
leanness  of  the  whole  body. 

2d,  Coldness  and  Obstruction  may  he  classed  under  one  head,  as  ob¬ 
struction  is  caused  by  coldness.  The  signs  of  this  disease  are  difficulty  of 
breathing,  especially  when  going  up  hill  or  even  up  stairs  ;  the  face  is  pale, 
inclined  to  a  greenish  hue ;  a  leanness  and  dulness  of  the  whole  body. 
There  is  also  a  sense  of  weight  across  the  lower  part  of  the  chest,  a  cos¬ 
tiveness  of  the  bowels,  a  sense  of  weight  on  the  right  side,  together  with  a 
dead,  heavy,  dull  pain.  There  is  frequently  a  dry  cough,  with  a  small 
speck  of  thick,  dark,  tough  phlegm,  with  a  furred  tongue  and  a  saltish 
taste  in  the  mouth,  dull,  heavy  headaches,  and  exceedingly  heavy  eyelids. 

KEMEDIES. 

The  almost  universal  remedy  for  this  disease  is  calomel  in  some  shape  ©i 
Other,  most  generally  given  in  the  form  of  a  blue  pill.  In  cases  of  great 
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danger,  and  where  life  may  depend  on  a  quick,  active  medicine,  calomel  is 
probably  the  best  remedy  that  can  be  given,  —  this  is  only  in  cases  of  life 
and  death.  The  frequent  use  of  it  has  impaired,  yes,  ruined,  the  health 
of  thousands ;  and  I  would  advise  you  to  avoid  it :  the  relief  is  only  tem¬ 
porary  in  all  cases.  I  will  here  state,  that,  in  this  disease,  one  bottle  of 
the  Medical  Discovery  is  worth  more  to  you  than  all  the  remedies  in  the 
catalogue  of  liver  medicines :  this  is  proved  by  the  universal  testimony  of 
thousands  who  have  used  it. 

Its  action  on  the  liver  is  direct  and  specific,  exciting  every  nerve, 
opening  every  channel,  and  causing  a  free  flow  of  all  torpid  and  stagnant 
bile.  To  assist  the  Discovery  in  its  operation,  and  facilitate  a  cure,  the 
patient  may  drink  the  juice  of  warm  and  comforting  herbs  :  recollect  that 
the  herbs  recommended  in  hot  distempers  are  here  to  be  avoided,  as  they 
will  bring  on  a  supernatural  coldness,  and  do  more  harm  than  good. 

The  proper  remedies  in  this  disease  are  Elecampane,  Smallage,  Agri¬ 
mony,  Centuary,  Wormwood,  all  kinds  of  Thistles,  Fumitory,  and  Hops. 
Use  any  one  of  these  that  is  at  hand:  they  are  all  perfectly  safe,  and  can 
be  used  freely.  Or,  if  you  do  not  wish  to  have  the  trouble  of  herb-drinks, 
use  a  tablespoonful  of  pure  sweet  oil  (not  lard  oil)  every  morning,  and  the 
Discovery  every  night.  This  will  answer  every  purpose. 

JAUNDICE. 

Authors  mention  two  kinds  of  Jaundice,  —  the  Black  and  Yellow.  The 
Black  is  said  to  come  from  the  spleen,  and  is  very  rare;  the  Yellow  Jaun¬ 
dice  is  eaused  by  an  evil  concoction  of  the  liver  and  an  obstruction  of 
the  gall-bladder,  which  hinders  the  flowing  of  the  gall  into  the  bowels,  but 
is  sent  with  the  blood  through  the  whole  body,  causing  a  yellow  skin,  yellow 
eyes,  and  yellow  nails  :  the  perspiration  will  stain  the  linen  as  yellow  as 
saffron.  There  is  in  this  disease  an  unaccountable  feeling  of  laziness,  dull 
headaches,  itching  of  the  skin,  bitter  taste  in  the  mouth,  and  sometimes 

vomiting.

SCIRRHUS,  OR  HARDNESS  OF  THE  LIVER. 

This  is  one  of  the  worst  diseases  of  the  liver,  and  is  seldom  wholly 
cured,  yet  it  may  be  greatly  relieved,  and  the  patient  kept  comfortable  for 
a  great  number  of  years.

Any  part  of  the  svstem  is  liable  to  be  attacked  with  dropsy,  or  a  collec¬ 
tion  of  water.  There  is  dropsy  of  the  brain,  dropsy  of  the  chest,  diopsy 
of  the  heart,  dropsy  of  the  bowels,  dropsy  of  the  womb,  dropsy  ot  the 
limbs,  and  a  universal  dropsy  of  the  whole  system. 

For  water  around  the  heart,  I  would  recommend  a  strong  tea,  made  of 
blue  Vervain,  to  be  taken  two  or  three  times  a  day.  This  acts  by  sympa¬ 
thy  with  the  heart  in  drawing  off  the  water. 

For  dropsy  of  the  womb,  I  would  recommend  sirup  of  Buckthorn  Ber¬ 
ries,  to  he  taken  for  several  weeks.  X  cannot  say  too  much  in  piaise  of 
the  Discovery  for  curing  dropsy :  and  do  you  follow  it  up,  it  does  not  take 
long  to  make  a  cure.

This  story 
was  originated  by  that  veriest  brute  that  ever  walked  on  two  legs, 
Gonsalvo  do  Oviedo,  Governor  ot  Darien,  in  order  to  piejudiee  the  King 
of  Spain  against  the  unfortunate  natives,  and  as  an  excuse  to  bring  them 
into  slavery.  I  have  in  my  possession  every  work  that  was  published  in 
the  English  language  on  this  disease  during  the  first  tuo  bundled  years 
of  its  existence  in  Europe.  Astruc,  a  famous  French  physician,  is  the 
champion  of  the  party  who  advocate  the  theory  of  the  introduction  of  the 
disease  by  Columbus j  and,  by  endeavoring  to  prove  it,  be  proves  too  much, 
and  consequently  lias  to  contradict  himself  oil  every  page  of  his  very 
elaborate  and  searching  history  of  the  disease.  It  is  not  my  intention, 
neither  have  I  space,  to  enter  into  the  arguments  of  either  side  in  the  case. 
Mr.  Becket,  an  English  physician  of  the  last  century,  is  the  champion  of 
the  party  who  maintain  that  the  disease  always  existed  ;  that  Job  and 
King  David  were  both  afflicted  with  it.  How  bis  essays  came  to  be  ad¬ 
mitted  in  that  most  excellent  of  all  works,  “  The  Philosophical  Transac¬ 
tions  of  Great  Britain,”  lias  always  been  a  mystery  to  me  ;  for  of  all  the 
weak,  futile  arguments  I  ever  read,  Becket’s  are  the  most  shallow. 

From  a  careful  examination  of  the  writings  of  medical  men  of  that  age,

Neither  Columbus,  nor  his  brother  Bartholomew,  who  wrote  so  accurate  a

Portugal  or  any  of  the  neighboring  countries.  Now,  could  this  be  possible 
with  such  an  infectious  disease?  No!  As  Dr.  Thompson  says,  the  very 
thought  of  it  is  absurd.  Now,  from  March  15,  1493,  the  date  of  the 
landing  of  Columbus  at  Palos,  to  the  middle  of  August,  1494,  is  seventeen 
months  :  still  no  account  of  this  awful  scourge,  in  any  part  of  Spain  or 
Portugal,  or  anywhere  else.  In  August,  1494,  we  find  this  disease  break¬ 
ing  out  at  Naples  among  the  French  soldiers  who  were  then  besieging 
Napl  es.  It  manifested  itself  in  scabs,  blotches,  and  boils  of  a  filthy  and 
horrid  appearance,  over  all  parts  of  the  body.  In  a  few  days,  the  hairs  fell 
off ;  the  flesh  fairly  rotted  on  the  bones  ;  death  generally  taking  place  in 
three  weeks.  It  soon  spread  from  city  to  city  very  much  as  cholera  has 
done  in  our^  own  time,  carrying  panic  and  consternation  wherever  it 
went,  sparing  neither  rich  nor  poor,  high  nor  low,  sickly  nor  healthy :  all 
were  equally  liable.

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Andreas  Cisaipinus ,  1497,  says,  “  The  Neapolitans  cut  up  the  bodies 
of  those  who  died  from  Leprosy,  and  put  the  flesh  in  casks  of  wine,  and 
sold  it  to  the  French  soldiers,  which  corrupted  their  bodies  by  a  horrid 
disease  thereby  generated. 

Leonardo  Fiovantus ,  1564,  says,  “  That,  provisions  being  scarce  in  the 
French  camp,  the  sutlers,  through  greediness  of  gain,  cut  up  the  bodies 
of  dead  soldiers,  and  dressed  it  in  various  forms  of  food  ;  sold  it  to  the 
hungry  soldiers  at  a  high  price  :  and  as  many  as  eat  of  it,  without  a 
single  exception,  broke  out  with  boils  and  pustules,  and  the  flesh  rotted  on 

their  bones.” 

I  could  fill  pages  with  such  extracts  as  these,  from  the  greatest  physi¬ 
cians  of  that  period.  In  fifty  years,  the  disease  had  spread  itself  all  over 
Europe  ;  and  each  country  blamed  another  as  being  the  cause  of  it. 

G-onsalvo  de  Oviedo ,  Governor  of  Darien,  1535,  as  an  excuse  for  his 
cruelties  to  the  natives,  writes  to  the  King  of  Spain,  and  also  to  tne  Pope, 
as  an  excuse  for  bringing  them  into  slavery,  that  they  were  all  afflicted 
with  the  disease  which  was  then  devastating  Europe,  and  his  oifly  way  was 
to  bring  them  into  a  state  of  bondage  to  keep  them  separate  from  the 
Spaniards.  This  may  have  been  correct,  as  large  fleets  of  ships  came 
yearly  from  Spain,  and  brought  the  disease  with  them.  Fiom  the  begin¬ 
ning,  every  nation  in  Europe  was  anxious  to  rid  itself  of  the  stigma  of 
generating  the  disease.  The  French  called  it  the  Neapolitan  disease,  and 
the  Neapolitans  the  French  disease  ;  the  Italians  called  it  the  Spanish 
disease,  and  the  Spaniards  called  it  the  Italian  disease  ;  and  no  miter  for 
forty  years  alludes  to  it  as  an  American  disease.  At  last,  alter  a  lapse  of 
forty  years,  Oviedo  starts  the  story  of  its  American  origin.  Here  was  an 
escape,  as  all  the  original  discoverers  were  dead,  and  could  not  contradict  it, 
and  all  Europe  tooklt  up  with  one  accord.  As  they  were  tired  of  casting  it 
one  onto  another,  they  joined  in  the  grand  chorus  that  it  was  brought  from 

America  by  Columbus. 

Oviedo  states  in  his  journal,  that  the  natives  are  very  fond  of  a  particular 
species  of  snake  or  lizard,  which  he  calls  igahuana  ;  that  this  snake  was 
eaten  at  their  religious  festivals,  and  produced  the  disease  in  those  that  eat 
it.  This  is  more  absurd  than  any  of  the  causes  mentioned  by  previous 
writers  ;  and  when  he  came  home  to  Spain,  and  was  closely  questioned  as 
to  the  size  and  shape  of  the  snake,  he  gave  evasive  answers,  and  wished  to 
avoid  all  questions  on  the  subject.  However,  it  answered  the  purpose : 
every  country  in  Europe  wras  rid  of  the  stigma  ;  and  that  was  sufficient.  It 
is  now  time  the  lie  was  sent  back  where  it  came  from,

FEVERS  OF  HOT  CLIMATES. 

1 7  T  .  -  ■  •>  V  . ; 

When  Americans  arrive  in  a  hot  climate,  their  bodies  are  not,  for  some 
I  time,  sufficiently  relaxed  to  discharge  their  perspiration  freely :  hence  arises 
what  is  called  acclimating  and  seasoning,  which  is  usually  a  fever. 

The  great  evacuation  the  patient  suffers  in  the  course  of  his  cure  relaxes 
the  vessels,  and  perspiration  becomes  free  and  easy.  This  is  the  change  or 
decree  or  relaxation  meant  by  seasoning  or  acclimating,  or  being  habituated 
to  the  heat  of  the  climate. 

Relaxation  of  the  body  may  always  be  regarded  as  a  certain  degree  of 
putrid  tendency,  arising  from  suppressed  perspiration,  and,  in  an  atmosphere 
impregnated  with  crude  vegetable  miasma,  seems  to  be  the  cause  of  all  the 
endemic  diseases  of  the  torrid  zone. 

Putrid  fevers  are  always  common  in  hot  climates,  arising  from  the 
matter  which  should  be  discharged  from  the  lungs  and  skin  being  retained, 

:  and  turning  to  a  ferment,  becoming  putrid.  The  disagreeable  and  highly 
putrid  smell  of  the  discharge  from  blisters  proves  the  tendency  of  the 
humors  to  putrefaction. 

Every  fever  is  a  struggle  of  Nature  to  relieve  herself  of  something  op¬ 
pressive :  therefore  we  should  always  assist  her  efforts  by  every  means  in 
our  power  ;  and  in  hot  climates  no  time  is  to  be  lost.  Whatever  is  to  be 
done  must  be  done  quickly,  and  in  the  beginning,  where  fevers  are  so 
rapid  in  their  progress,  and  fatal  in  their  effect;  where  the  body  is  so  dis- 
|  posed  to  putrefaction,  that  a  slight  scratch  soon  becomes  an  ulcer. 
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FINAL. 

Now,  kind  reader,  I  must  give  you  my  opinion  of  the  cause  of  fevers  : 
this  is  a  theory  of  my  own.  I  differ  from  all  that  have  ever  written  on 
the  subject ;  nevertheless,  if  you  will  give  it  five  minutes  of  your  sober 
second-thought,  you  will  come  to  the  same  conclusion,  —  that  all  fevers 
have  the  same  origin :  their  diversity  is  owing  to  the  various  and  different 
conditions  of  the  human  system. 

The  miasma  and  effluvia  collected  in  the  body  soon  form  various 
gases ;  these  gases  affect  the  liver,  causing  the  bile  to  become  vitiated  and 
corrupt ;  this  is  emptied  into  the  stomach,  and  from  the  stomach  into  the 
general  circulation,  causing  a  fermentation,  and  this  is  the  origin  of  a 
putrid  fever. 

Thus  all  fevers  are  a  spontaneous  combustion  of  internal  and  corrupted 
particles.  This  inward  combustion  going  on  in  the  system  gives  rise  to  all 
the  different  kinds  of  fever,  as  the  state  of  the  system  may  happen  to  be.

improvement  on  the  harsh  words  that  were  used  in  the  days  of  your  child¬ 
hood  ;  for,  of  all  human  beings,  there  is  none  that  requires  more  sympathy 
and  pure  genial  kindness  than  a  nervous  person  :  things  that  appear  to 
you  as  the  most  simple  and  common-place  are  distorted  and  exaggerated  in 
his  eyes,  until  molehills  are  become  mountains,  and  reason  and  judgment 
seem  to  have  lost  their  use. 

The  causes  of  nervous  diseases  are  as  various  as  the  faces  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  men  :  some  come  from  disease, «—  from  long,  lingering  sickness  ;  others 
from  excessive  study,  others  from  anxiety  and  care  of  their  worldly  goods ; 
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others  from  a  distrust  of  Providence,  and  gloomy  forebodings  of  trouble, 
by  which  they  make  themselves  and  every  one  around  them  unhappy. 

Now,  there  can  be  no  effect  without  a  cause  ;  and  you  may  depend  upon 
it,  your  nervous  friend  has  cause  for  all  his  trouble.  You  will  remember 
that  the  nervous  system  is  like  the  strings  of  a  violin,  and  the  starting-point 
of  these  violin-strings  is  from  the  emotional  glands,  situated  in  the  stomach : 
now,  these  strings  are  the  mysterious  chords  that  connect  mind  and  body, 
or,  more  properly  speaking,  connect  the  spiritual  body  with  the  natural 
body.  Every  thought  of  your  heart,  good,  bad,  and  indifferent,  also  every 
drop  of  blood  in  your  brains,  flows  through  these  violin-strings ;  and  all  the 
tunes  that  can  be  played  upon  you  depend  altogether  upon  the  tone, 
clearness,  and  elasticity  of  these  strings  :  then  think  how  important  it  is  to 
yourself  and  friends,  that  you  keep  the  violin  in  good  order. 

When  the  body  is  weak,  the  nerves  get  relaxed,  or  what  is  commonly 
called  unstrung ;  the  voice  is  tremulous  ;  the  body  is  shaky;  the  heart  palpi¬ 
tates  ;  and  you  are  in  a  very  pitiable  condition.  Your  stomach  is  full  of  hot 
gas  or  vapor  :  this  communicates  with  the  whole  system,  —  the  head  in  par¬ 
ticular.  In  this  situation,  you  are  often  afraid  of  yourself  and  everybody 
else.  In  a  few  days,  this  passes  off,  and  the  nerves  are  strung  up  tight,  and 
you  are  on  what  is  commonly  called  a  high  key,  —  full  of  frolic,  to  be  fol¬ 
lowed  by  depression  and  despondency. 

Another  cause  of  nervousness  is  too  much  playing  on  one  particular 
string  of  the  violin.  Many  a  bright  genius  has  made  wreck  of  himself  by 
playing  too  much  and  too  long  on  one  string.  How  many  a  business-man 
you  know,  that  has  played  upon  one  string  until  his  whole  nervous  system 
is  unstrung,  dyspepsia  has  set  in,  and  he  has  to  make  the  tour  of  Europe 
to  regain  the  lost  tone,  and  get  the  strings  right !  A  few'  days  ago,  one  of 
the  most  successful  merchants  of  Boston  told  me  that  his  physician  said  to 
him,  that  there  was  only  one  of  twro  things  for  him  to  do,  —  to  go  to  Europe 
or  Somerville  (insane  asylum).  This  is  not  a  solitary  case  :  there  are 
hundreds  of  them.  Now',  we  cannot  all  go  to  Europe,  that  is  a  sure  case; 
then  the  next  best  thing  you  can  do  is  to  go  through  a  course  of  Dr.

Liquor  is  the  greatest  enemy  to  the 
nerves  of  any  known  substance,  and  never  ought  to  be  used  in  nervous 
diseases  under  any  circumstance  that  can  possibly  arise. 

You  will  naturally  inquire  how  the  Medical  Discovery  comes  in  as  such 
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a  wonderful  cure-all  in  nervous  diseases.  The  answer  is  very  simple,  and  is 
this  :  The  Medical  Discovery  is  a  cleanser  of  the  whole  system.  The  nerves

EPILEPSY.  —  FALLING  SICKNESS. 

This  is  the  most  mysterious  disease  that  man  is  liable  to.  A  man  strong

in  muscle,  bone,  and  sinew,  in  robust  and  perfect  health,  is  by  an  invisible 
foe  stricken  to  the  ground  in  an  instant,  before  your  eyes,  and  becomes 
unconscious  and  helpless  as  an  infant,  and  in  a  short  time  rises  as  if  there 
was  nothing  the  matter. 

Now,  where  is  the  root  and  cause  of  this  disease  ?  In  some  cases,  it  is 
traced  back  to  infancy,  from  a  few  gentle  spasms  gradually  growing  worse, 
until  he  becomes  a  confirmed  epileptic.  Such  cases  are  often  cured  during 
the  change  of  puberty :  if  they  pass  that,  there  is  little  hope  for  them. 
When  the  fits  begin  after  puberty,  there  is  much  hope  that  they  may  be  cured. 

No  reliable  remedy  has  ever  been  known  for  this  disease,  consequently 
all  kinds  of  superstition  and  charms  have  been  used.  The  disease  seems  to 
come  from  two  causes,  —  from  the  outside  and  from  the  inside.  From  every 
idea  we  can  get  of  the  disease,  it  is  caused  by  an  obstruction  of  the 
electric  forces  in  rising  to  the  brain  or  coming  from  the  brain.  When  the 
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obstruction  is  in  rising,  the  patient  is  aware  of  the  fit  coming  on,  and  there 
is  more  contortion  of  the  limbs  and  heavier  breathing:  when  the  obstruction 
is  caused  bv  the  forces  coming  from  the  brain,  the  patient  has  no  warning 
whatever,  and  generally  lies  motionless. 

As  this  is  a  mysterious  disease,  of  course  mysterious  remedies  must  be 
used.  I  have  known  a  young  girl  cured  by  a  Catholic  priest  (the  pure  an.d 
good  Father  Lynch  of  Roxburv)  tying  a  piece  of  ribbon  round  her  neck,  and 
was  permanently  cured.  I  have  known  several  cases  cured  by  laying-on  of 
hands  by  spiritual  mediums.  I  have  known  one  man  cured  by  a  medium 
tellino’  him  to  get  a  rat,  kill  it,  and  bake  it  in  an  oven  until  it  burnt  to 
powder;  then  take  that  powder  in  molasses :  that  man  remains  cured  to 
this  day.  I  know  of  a  case  where  a  green  frog  was  burnt  in  an  oven,  then 
oowdered,  and  given  in  milk,  and  the  woman  remained  cured  for  life. 
These  cases  I  know  personally ;  but  how  these  ingredients  operated  on  the 
electric  forces  is  past  my  comprehension  :  but  facts  are  stubborn  things. 

The  most  skilful  physicians  of  the  past  two  centuries  used  nothing  but 
what  we  would  now  call  nostrums.  Dr.  Willis  and  Dr.  Suydenham,  the 
lights  of  their  day,  recommended  broths  made  of  deer’s  horns  and  hoofs, 


gizzards,  wolf  liver,  and  many  things  to  us  equally  absurd.  All  physicians 
recommended  the  roots  of  the  male  peony  hung  round  the  neck ;  and,  from 
its  universal  use  from  the  earliest  ages  of  medical  record,  I  think  there 
‘must  be  some  virtue  in  it.  At  present,  it  is  entirely  discarded. 

Chief  among  remedies  for  this  disease  stands  Kennedy’s  Medical  Dis- 
coVery,  simply  by  its  power  of  forcing  itself  through  the  nerves,  and  re¬ 
moving  every  obstruction  that  may  hinder  the  flow  of  the  electric  force.
